Mr.  Lloyd  George  declared  the  de- 
cision which  would  be  taken  In  /he 
next  few  months  In  the  peace  confer- 
ence was  going  to  leave  a  mark  upon 
fhe  world.

The  Premier,  to  dealing  with  the 
question  pf.

The  Premier  said  a  British  Im- 
perial oemmlselon  had  been  appoint- 
ed to  investigate  the  capacity  of  Ger- 
many to  pay,  and  that  he  had  receiv- 
ed its  report  He  summarized  the  re- 
port on  this  point  as  follows: 

First — As  far  as  Justice  Is  concern- 
ed, we  have  an  absolute  right  to  de- 
mand the  whole  cost  of  the  war 
from  Germany. 

Second — We  propose  to  demand  the 
Whole  cost  of  the  war  from  Germany. 

Third— When  we  come  to  the  ex- 
acting of  It  we  must  exact  in  such 
a  way  that  it  does  not  do  more  harm 
to  the  country  that  receives  it  than 
the  country  that  is  paying  It. 

Fourth — The  commission  appointed 
py  the  British  Cabinet  believes  that 
can  be  done. 

Fifth— The  Allies  are  to  exactly  the 
Same  boat  We  shall  put  to  our  de- 
mands all  together,  and  whatever 
they  are  they  must  come  to  front  of 
the  German  war  debt  '  • 

Germany's  Victims  First 

The  Minister  continued:  "The  first 
Consideration  in  the  minds  of  the 
Allies  will  be  the  interests  of  the 
people  upon  whom  the  Germans  have 
made  war.  and  not  the  Interests  of 
the  German  people,  who  have  made 
war,  and  have  been  guilty  of  that 
crime. 

Retarding  the  former  Emperor, 
the  Premier  said: 

"There  Is  absolutely  no  doubt  that 
he  committed  a  crime  against  Inter- 
national right  and  there  is  absolute- 
ly no  doubt  that  he  ought  to  be  held 
responsible  for  It  so  far  as  the  Euro- 
pean Allies  are  concerned." 

The  Premier  said  he  hoped  that 
America  would  take  the  same  view 
when  President  Wilson  arrived  as  to 
the  demand  that  would  be  put  for- 
ward on  the  part  of  the  European  Al- 
lies, "to  make  the  Kaiser  and  bis  ac- 
complices responsible  for  this  terrible 
crime." 

Referring  to  a  letter  said  to  have 
been  written  by  a  British  general  to 
a  French  general  in  which  the  Brit- 
ish officer  was  quoted  as  saying  It 
was  proposed  to  establish  a  British 
national  army  of  So  divisions,  "but 
that  the  Cabinet  would  not  touch  th  1 
until  after  election,  and  not  then 
until  this  league  of  nations  nonsense 
had  been  discussed  at  the  peace  con- 
ference" Premier  Lloyd  George  de- 
clared: 

"The  Cabinet  never  heard  of  the 
Scheme.

It 
covered  a  large  area  and  was  filled 
with  machinery  and  stock.

Rowlands  was  ex- 
ecuted. The  couple  made  frequent 
journeys  between  London  and  Rosyth, 
Scotland,  and  obtained  Information  re- 
garding the  movements  of  the  British 
fleet  This  information,  however,  it  Is 
declared,  never  reached  Germany.

One  spy  hanged  himself  in  Brixton 
prison,  while  many  others  convicted  of 
espionage  escaped  the  extreme  penalty. 

EXPLOSION  KILLS 

MEN  ON  U.S.  CRUISER 

WASHINGTON,  Dec.  11.— Six  men 
of  the  crew  of  the  armored  cruiser 
Brooklyn  were  killed  and  thirty 
others  Injured,  some  seriously,  to  an 
explosion  of  coal  dust  aboard  the  ves- 
sel last  Monday  at  Yokohama,  Japan, 
where  she  was  coaling.  The  Navy 
Department  was  so  Informed  today  In 
a  dispatch  from  the  commanding  offi- 
cer of  the  Asiatic  fleet,  of  which  the 
Brooklyn  Is  the  flagship. 

YOKOHAMA.  Dec.  11.— The  explo- 
sion was  near  the  bunkers  and  engine 
room,  the  cause  being  at  present  un- 
known. At  the  time  the  Brooklyn  was 
at  anchor  in  the  harbor,  Inside  the 
breakwater.  She  was  engaged  in 
coaling,  preparatory  to  returning  to 
Vladivostok.

OTTAWA,  Dec.  11.— A  new  system 
of  returning  soldiers  to  their  homes 
In  Canada,  which  will,  it  la  hoped, 
eliminate  the  delays  and  difficulties 
met  with,  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Mllltla  Department  and  will  be  In 
operation  early  In  the  New  Year. 
Under  the  system  at  present  to  oper- 
ation soldiers  are  landed  In  Canada, 
and  Immediately  on  landing.  If  they 
so  desire,  are  given  two  weeks'  fur- 
lough. The  department  In  response 
to  popular  demand,  has  made  It  a 
point  to  allow  the  men  to  return  to 
their  homes,  providing  them  with  thr 
money  and  railway  transportation 
but  It  was  necessary  at  the  expiration 
of  the  furlough  for  the  men  to  re- 
port at  the  headquarters  of  their 
dispersal  area  for  medleal  examina- 
tion before  being  discharged.  This 
system  has  caused  a  great  deal  of 
delay  after  the  troops,  arrive  In 
Canada,  because  of  the  clerical  work 
Involved  In  giving  the  men  their 
documents,  tickets,  etc,  before  they 
went  on   furlough. 

The  new  system,  which  will  be  set 
to  operation  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
machinery  can  be  established  to  Eng- 
land, provides  for  the  issuing  of  all 
papers  before  the  men  set  sail  for 
Canada.  Before  leaving  the  Old 
Country  all  soldlem  will  have  to  go 
before  a  medical  board  for  examina- 
tion, after  which  their  discharge  will 
be  made  out  This  discharge,  along 
with  pay  cheques  and  ether  ninssssij 
documents,  will  be  placed  to  an  en- 
velope, which  the  soldier  will  be 
given.      On    arriving    la    Canada,    the 


men  will  be  given  no  furlough.  They 
will  be  disembarked  from  the  vessel 
upon  which  they  crossed  and  trans- 
ferred without  delay  to  troop  trains 
In  batches  of  five  hundred. 

Twenty-one  dispersal  areas,  cover- 
ing the  Dominion,  have  been  created 
by  the  Mllltla  Department,  and,  in 
each  of  these  areas  an  Important 
centre  has  been  chosen  for  a  disper- 
sal station— the  soldier  may  proceed 
to  the  station  which  Is  nearest  his 
home,  and  he  will  be  given  no  leave 
until  he  arrives  at  the  dispersal  sta- 
tion. On  arriving  there  the  envelope 
-ontalntog    his    discharge   and    other 

.  documents  will  be  opened  by  the  dis- 
persal officer  In  charge,  and  he  will 
be  discharged  if  everything  la  to 
order.  This  system  wMl  simplify  the 
work  of  handling  the  men  on  this 
side  of  the  water,  and  will  enable 
the  railways  and  the  Mllltla  Depart, 
ment  to  take  oars  of  them  to  a  more 
satisfactory  manner  from  the  time 
they  arrive  In  Canada  until  they 
reach  their  homes. 

The  problem  of  sending  notifica- 
tions of  the  arrival  of  soldiers  Is  en- 
gaging the  attention  of  the  mllltla 
authorities,  and  It  may  be  solved  to 
the  near  future.  It  has  thus  far 
proved  extremely  difficult  to  make 
sure  of  getting  the  notification  of  ar- 
rival of  trains,  etc.,  through  la  a  sst- 
Isfaetbry  manner.  The  new  system 
of  sending  the  men  through  to  thea* 
dispersal  stations  In  batches  of  five 
hundred,  and  allowing  none  of  them 
furloughs  before  their  discharge,  may

Labor  Party  Making  Strongest 
Effort  to  Win— Experts  In- 
clined to  Predict  Coalition 
Ministry's  Success. 


LONDON.  Deo.  11.— (Canadian 
Press  Dispatch  from  Reuters) — The 
election  campaign  is  generally  keener 
with  the  near  approach  of  election 
day. 

The  subjects  which  most  interest 
the  electors  are:  Who  is  going  to  pay 
f-r  the  war?  Will  conscription  be 
abolished?  Will  the  Kaiser  and 
Crown  Prince  be  tried  for  their 
crimes?  Will  the  perpetrators  of 
the  atrocities  on  war  prisoners  be 
brought  to.  Justice? 

There  is  a  deep  feeling  that  Ger- 
many should  be  made  to  pay  to  her 
utmost  capacity  the  cost  of  the  war, 
while  the  feeling  Is,  if  possible,  even 
Stronger  on  the  point  of  bringing  the 
German  war  criminals  to  trial  i  and 
ousting  the  enemy  aliens  from  Great 
Britain. 

Of  the  non-coalttlonlst  portion  la- 
bor Is  making  the  biggest  effort,  and 
probabty  Is  th*  most  enthusiastically 
supported.  It  possesses  no  papers, 
but  Is  making  effective  use  of  the 
substantial  space  placed  at  Its  dis- 
posal by  The  Dally  Mall,  The  Dally 
News,  The  Evening  News  and  The 
Star.  It  -  alleges  today  that  the  co- 
alitionists' assurance  that  conscription 
shall  cease  Is  hypocritical,  and  it 
also  maintains  that  the  private  capi- 
talist system  has  broken  down  under 
the  strain  of  the  war  and  cites  the 
recent  statement  of  Chancellor  An- 
drew Bonar  Law  In  the  Commons  that 
state  control  of  the  railways  saved 
the  country  many  millions,  as  an 
argument  In  favor  of  national  owner- 
ship and  control  of  industry. 

It  can  scarcely  be  said  that  the 
election  has  hitherto  aroused  much 
excitement.

Premier  Oliver  Condemns  Fed- 
eral Laxity  in  Meeting  Issue

More  active  steps  on  the  part  of  the 
Federal  Government  to  find  Jobs  for 
the  soldiers  likely  to  return  from  over- 
seas during  the  next  few  months  were 
declared  to  be  She  need  of  the  hour 
•by  Premier  John  Oliver  last  night  In 
an  address  after  a  dinner  in  the  Era- 
press  Hotel,  given  Jointly  by  the  Ro- 
tary Club,  Board  of  Trade  and  Retail 
Merchants'  Association.  About  ISO  per- 
sons attended  and  Mr.  Oliver  was 
given  a  hearty  reception. 

"When  the  Dominion  needed  men  to 
fight  for  her  on  the  battlefield,  the 
Government  reached  out  and  took 
them,"  declared  the  Premier.  "When 
the  Government  wanted  to  put  the  Vic- 
tory Loan  over  to  back  up  the  soldiers 
abroad  It  plastered  billboards  with 
posters  and  filled  the  newspapers  with 
page  advertisements,  leaving  no  chance 
for  the  people  to  forget  their  duty  to 
the  nation.  Now  that  the  men  are 
about  to  return  in  great  « umbers,  the 
Government  should  use  the  same 
methods  In  finding  them  employment 
as  it  used  in  getting  them  into  the 
army  and  backing fthem  up.  If  It  docs 
that  we  will  have  no  problem  of 
wholesale  employment  There  are  op- 
portunities in  the  way  of  industrial 
development  that  will  If  taken  advant- 
age of,  engage  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  men — not  only  all  the  returned  sol- 
diers that  will  want  Jobs  but  also  im- 
migrants from  Europe." 

Room  for  Criticism 
Mr.  Oliver  dwelt  principally  upon 
his  impressions  of  the  recent  Confer- 
ence of  Provincial  Premiers  which  he 
attended  at  Ottawa.  Aa  a  whole,  he 
said,  the  conference  could  not  fail  to 
be  productive  of  much  good.  There 
were,  however,  several  features  of  the 
Federal  reconstruction  programme 
which  he  felt  disposed  to  criticise.  He 
asserted  that  the  proposition  that  capi- 
tal would  readily  respond  to  the  patrio- 
tic appeal  was  a  good  thing  in  theory, 
but  It  seldom  worked  out  in  practice. 
He  said  that  he  left  Sir  Thomas  White, 
Minister  of  Finance,  still  pondering 
over  the  assertion  that  it  was  Just  as 
necessary  for  the  Government  to  find 
money  to  tide  over  the  period  of  read- 
justment as  to  get  money  for  running 
the  war.

MELBOURNE,  Australia,  Dee.  11. 
— Australia  will  alter  the  war  func- 
tions of  her  government  gradually, 
permitting  an  unhurried  return  to 
peace  conditions,  according  to  an  offi- 
cial statement  made  by  Acting  Pre- 
mier Watt. 

Mr.  Watt,  In  the  course  of  an  an- 
nouncement to  the  Federal  Parlia- 
ment, said  he  agreed  with  the  view 
that  it  was  not  a  sound  policy  In  nor- 
mal or  sate  times  to  allow  the  ex- 
ecutive to  usurp  the  functions  of  the 
Legislature.  He  aatd  that  all  were 
desirous  of  returning  to  the  consti- 
tutional form  of  government. 

gome  of  the  responsibilities  and 
powers  of  the  sxseutlve  which  had 
grown  under  the  War  Precautions 
Act,  he  pointed  out.  could  not  sud- 
denly be  terminated  without  tremen- 
dous danger.  As  an  instance  of  this 
he  dwelt  on  phases,  of  the  morator- 
ium and  the  control  of  wheat,  butter, 
cheese,  sugar,  wool  and  Other  com- 
modities. 

Regarding  the  censorship,  he  said 
that  it  must  still  he  enforced  to  pre- 
vent Ill-considered  publication  of 
news  likely  to  Injure  the  relations 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  Al- 
lies during  the  peace  conference  and 
utterances  calculated  to  injure  Aus- 
tralian finances.  In  reference  to  other 
executive  powers,  such  as  the  control 
of  alien  interns,  these  must  be  main-, 
talned  until  the  peace  terms  were 
settled.  The  censorship  would  be  re- 
moved  gradually,  v 

Mr.  Watt's  statement  was  well  re- 
ceived by  both  sides  of  the  House. 


BERLIN,  Tuesday,  Dec.  10.— "A  fortnight  ago  Dresden,  today 
Chemnitz.  The  people  speak  plainly,"  says  Vorwaerts,  commenting 
on  the  result  of  the  elections  in  Chemnitz  to  the  Soldiers'  and  Work- 
men's Council  there,  the  Majority  Socialists  having  polled  78,500 
votes,  as  against  6,600  by  the  Independent  Socialists.  In  Dresden,  the 
old  party,  polled  117,566  votes,  as  compared  with  8,840  for  the  inde- 
pendents. 

Vorwaerts  points  out  that  not  a  single  vote  by  a  capitalist  was 
polled,  the  only  votes  being  those  of  laborers. 

The  Vossische  Zeitung  declares  that  the  result  in  Chemnitz 
"shows  that  the  Sparta  cans  have  no  footing  among  the  people." 


An  article  in  Vorwaerts  attacks  Adolph  Hoffman,  one  of  its 
former  editors  and  an  Independent  Socialist,  for  voicing  a  threat  to 
disperse  the  national  assembly  when  called.  The  newspaper  believes 
it  will  be  impossible  for  the  bourgeoisie  to  secure  a  majority  in  the 
elections.  "If  such  a  wonder  happens,"  it  says,  "then  it  will  be  an 
expression  of  the  will  of  the  people,  to  combat  which  we  would  not 
choose  the  Russian  method  of  dispersing  the  assembly,  but  would 
employ  the  Social  Democratic  method  of  enlightenment  so  that  the 
next  election  would  have  a  better  result. 


GERMAN  PRODUCTS 

BARRED  BY  BRUSSELS 

BRUSSELS,  Dec  11. — The  Board 
of  Aldermen  today  approved  a  mo- 
tion to  insert  in  city  contracts  a 
clause  barring  the  use  of  any  pro- 
duct of  German  origin.  For  infrac- 
tion of  the  new  law  the  holder  of 
the  contract  may  be  fined  one  quarter 
of  the  total  amount  Involved. 

The  Aldermen  also  recommended 
that  the  city  services  should  not  ask 
estimates  for  work  from  citizens  of 
enemy  countries  or  from  persons  who 
have  worked  for  or  dealt  with  the 
enemy. 


Guard  Welcomed  In  Berlin 
COPENHAGEN,  Dec  11.  —  The 
Prussian  Guard  entered  Berlin  Tues- 
day and  was  welcomed  by  thousands 
of  persons.  Outside  the  city  .the 
guard  was  stopped  by  revolutionists 
of  the  Independent  Socialist  group, 
who  vainly  Invited  the  troops  to  dis- 
arm .  Commenting  on  the  Incident, 
one  paper  says  that  the  guard  there- 
by pledged  Itself  to  the  disposal  of 
counter-revolutionists. 

Rupprecht's  Plana 
PARIS.  Dec  11.-— A  dispatch  to 
The  Temps  from  Its  Geneva  corre- 
spondent says  a  Berlin  newspaper, 
announces  that  Crown  Prinoe  Rup- 
precht of  Bavaria,  aoeompanled  by 
several  high  personages  of  the  former 
Bavarian  kingdom,  are  now  at  Carre, 
in  the  canton  of  Grisonsl  .The  news- 
paper correspondent  adds  thai  Rup- 
precht Is  preparing  to  attempt  the 
restoration  of  the  house  of  Wlttels- 
bach,  the  ruling-  house  of  Bavaria.

Hereafter  the  work 
of  the  office  will  be  distributed  among 
other  units,  and  a  returned  officer 
will  be  stationed  here  to  represent 
the    A.A.G.

Declares  Sanctuary 

for  Former  Emperor 

I 

Premier  of  Holland  Says  in  Parliament  Wilhelm 

Has  This  Right — His  Return  to  Germany 

Cannot  Be  Demanded — Regards  Stay 

of    Fugitive    as    Temporary. 


THE  HAGUE,  Dee.  11.— The  for- 
mer German  Emperor  is  entitled  to 
the  right  of  sanctuary  In  Holland, 
and  therefore  his  return  to  Germany 
cannot  be  demanded,  according  to  a 
statement  mads  today  by  Jonkherr 
Berenbruck  in  the  Lower  Chamber 
of  Parliament,  during  a  debate  on  the 
visit  of  the  former  Emperor  to  Hol- 
land. 

The  Premier  said  the  Government 
would  havM  preferred  that  the  for- 
mer Emperor  had  not  chosen  Hol- 
land as  a  refuge,  but  that  he  came 
as  a  private  Individual  after  renoun- 
cing his  throne,  without  direct  or  In- 
direct notification  of  his  Intended  ar- 
rival. 


After  renunciation  of  his  throne 
Premier  Berenbruck  continued,  there 
could  be  ho  question  of  Internment, 
nor  could  the  former  Emperor's  re- 
turn to  Germany  be  demanded  ts 
view  of  the  Immemorial  tradition  of 
right  of  sanctuary.  The  Netherlands 
Oe resumes*  sould  adept  as>  Has  of 
oooduct    bet    that    of   granting    "the 
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right  of  sanctuary."  and  accepting  It 
as  a  fuct  accompljlshed. 

The  Government,  the  Premier  con- 
tinued, must  repudiate  every  effort  to 
see  in  this  step  an  unneutral  atti- 
tude. Nevertheless,  he  said,  the  once 
Emperor's  stay  In  Holland  was  re- 
garded only  as  temporary.  Up  to  the 
present  no  power  had  pretested 
against  the  visit,  hut  any  svsntual 
demand  for  extradition  must  pass  the 
test  of  ths  law  and  of  treaty.  The 
Government,  the  Premier  concluded, 
would  not  allow  ths  former  Emperor 
to  exercise  any  Influence  In  Another 
country.

The  speech  dealt 
with  Alsace  and  Lorraine,  and  the 
Premier  was  greeted  with  enthus- 
iasm. 

The  Chamber  was  quietly  discus- 
sing the  question  of  mining  privil- 
eges in  Algeria  when  the  aged  Pre- 
mier appeared.  There  was  hearty 
applause  from  all  sides  as  the  "Old 
Tiger"  ascended  the  tribune  and  be- 
gun his  address  in  a  low  voice. 

"For  me  In  this  life,  which  at  times 
has  seemed  miserably  long,"  said  M. 
Clemenceau,  "it  has  been  permitted 
that  I  should  travel  over  the  stage  of 
crime  which  has  been  committed  be- 
tween Bordeaux  snd  Strasbourg.  What 
has  bssn  accomplished  surpasses  any- 
thing history  haa  ever  registered  be- 
fore. 

"The  redemption  of  Alsace-Lorraine 
has  been  the  goal  of  my  life.  A  young 
girl  to  whom  I  spoke  In  Strasbourg 
said  to  me:  'We  may  now  smile.  M. 
Clemenceau.  We  have  wept  long 
enough.' 

J'l  am  speechless.  Silence  alone 
could  cope  with  such  a  situation.  Many 
times  I  have  felt  life  not  worth  living, 
but  since  young  girls  from  Alsace- 
Lorraine,  in  the  exuberance  of  their 
Joy,  kissed  me.  saying  'saviour,'  my 
Journey  of    life  is  finished. 

."Some  day,  someone  will  tell  about 
these  heroic  sacrifices  .which  hav# 
lasted  half  a  century."

HALTS  HOME  RULE 


Mr,  Churchill  Urges  Irishmen 
to  Settle  Their  Differences 
as  First  Step— ^ays  Ulster 
Cannot  Be  Coerced, 


DUNDEE,  Scotland.  Dee.  11. — 
Colonel  Winston  Spencer  Churchill. 
Minister  Of  Munitions,  speak  In*  here 
today,  emphasised  the  Impossibility  of 
coercing  Ulster  In  the  matter  of  Home 
Rule  for  Ireland,  and  said  that  the 
present  Government  Is  anxious  that 
the  problem  be  solved  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. In  disoussins;  this  feature  of  the 
election  campaign.  Colonel  Churchill 
said:  ' 

"Before  the  war  we  had  reached  a 
definite  agreement  with  the  leaders 
of  the  Nationalist  party  Jhat  Ulster 
was  not  to  be  coerced.  It  never  was 
the  policy  of  the  late  Liberal  Govern- 
ment to  take  coercive  steps  In  Ire- 
land. Why  do  net  the  Irish  leaders 
eome  forward  now  and'  take  up  the 
burden  of  responsibility  of  govern- 
ment within  the  British  Empire? 
Why  do  they  not,  by  a  spontaneous 
feeling  of  comradeship,  win  Ulster? 
The  Government  is  most  anxious  that 
the  Irish  question  be  pressed  forward 
vigorously  to  a  solution.  Great  Brit- 
ain goee  to  the  peace  conference 
ready  to  bestow  self-government  upon 
Ireland.  It  Is  only  the  quarrels  and 
disputes  of  the  Irishmen  themselves 
that  prevent  a  solution  to  this  great 
question.  Let  us  hope  that  they  will 
endeavor  by  every  means,  even  by 
practising  patience,  to  embark  upon 
the  proper  road.  Let  us  pray  they 
will  labor  to  prepare  a  way  by  which 
they  shall  enable  this  settlement  of 
the  Irish  problem  to  be  achieved  so 
that  Ireland  will  no  longer  remain 
the  sick  and  ailing  child  of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire,  but  will  take  her  place 
with  all  those  great  national  forces 
which  have  been  woven  together  to 
make  up  the  mighty  Empire  which 
stands  so  high  today." 

Speaking  of  fiscal  matters,  Colonel 
Churchill  said:  "The  financial  ques- 
tion is  becoming  increasingly  grave. 
We  are  burdened  with  an  enormous 
debt,  but  about  six-sevenths  of  our 
debt  Is  due  to  ourselves.  The  diffi- 
culties connected  with  that  portion 
oan  be  adjusted  within  our  own  bor- 
ders, but  the  external  debt  is  a  far 
greater  source  of  pre-occupation.  We 
are  heavily  Indebted  to  the  United 
States.  We  have  sent  to  America 
£400.000,000'  In  bullion  and  from 
£800,000,000  to  £1,000,000,000  in 
securities,  which  had  been  gathered 
as  a  result  of  two  generations  of 
prosperity. 

"The  payment  of  Interest  on  that 
debt  and' the  loss  of  Interest  on  secur- 
ities previously  held  will  Impose  a 
very  serious  burden  In  coming  years. 
We  Incurred  that  burden,  not  for  our 
own  benefit,  but  for  the  Allies  and 
Russia.  As  a  result  of  these  overseas 
liabilities,  we  will  have  burdens  such 
as  ws  have  never  had  before,  but  we 
will  face  these  difficulties  with  cour- 
age, keeping  our  word  In  every  re- 
spect." .      .  .  ...    A.

Mr.  Barrow  Attends  £ 

Among  those  at  the  guest  table  were 
Messrs.  W.  A.  Jameson,  president  of 
the  Manufacturers'  Association;  J.  H. 
Fletcher,  president  of  the  Retail  Mer- 
chants' Association;  Hon.  E.  D.  Bar- 
row, Minister  of  Agriculture;  H.  C. 
Hall,  M.P.P.,  and  Frank  Ololma, 
M.P.P.-elect;  James  Forman  and  J.  t.

After  making  an  appeal  In  behalf  of 
the  French  Loan  of  Liberation,  now  in 
process  of  flotation  throughout  Can- 
ada, Mr.  Oliver  turned  to  the  stagger- 
ing financial  burdens  that  would  have 
to  be  shouldered  by  Canada  during  the 
period  of  post-war  readjustment.  He 
stated  that  $100,000,000  more  than  was 
required  at  the  commencement  of  the 
war  would  have  to  be  raised  annually 
to  meet  the  Interest  on  the  nation's  in- 
creased Indebtedness  and  pay  for  the 
pensions  and  other  financial  require- 
ments of  soldiers  and  their  depend- 
ents. 

'It  Is  not  a  little  problem  that  la 
confronting  the  Federal  Government.'' 
said  the  Premier,  "and  I  want  to  say 
that  there  has  been  no  dissension  as 
to  the  course  the  provinces  will  take 
la  co-operation  with  the  Federal  au- 
thorities in  carrying  out  the  task  suc- 
cessfully. Many  of  the  provinces  have 
serious  financial  problems  of  their  own 
to  contend  with,  and  British  Columbia 
1s  no  exception.  I  agree  with  Sir 
Thomas  White  that  the  whole  of  Can- 
ada most  increase  production  to  a  suf- 
ficient extent  to  continue  our 
policy  of  national  development  and  at 
the  same  time  we  shall  need  Increas- 
ed population,  and  we  must  not  only 
find  a  means  of  re-establishing  the  re- 
turned soldier  but  the  thousands  of 
men  who  will  lose  their  positions  as  a 
result  of  the  cessation  of  war  Industry. 
The  whole  question  bristles  with  dif- 
ficulties, snd  Is  nation-wide  In  Its  ram- 
ifications and  effects." 


The  Premier  stated  that  all  the  pro- 
vinces had,  through  their  premiers, 
agreed  to  work  with  the  Federal  Oov- 
srnment  In  permitting  the  expropria- 
tion of  land,  where  found  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  prjvidmg  suitable 
homes  and  farm  acreage  fur  returned 
soldiers. 

"Ws  will  have  the  cry  ef  confisca- 
tion and  the  cry  of  interference  with 
the  vested  Interests."  averred  Mr.  Oil' 
v«r,  "but  we  have  agreed  that  we  must 
meet  our  obligations — snd  they  are 
not  entirely  financial  obligations, 
either.  It  la  certain  that  It  Was  never 
the  Intention  of  the  Creator  to  have 
land  standing  idle  whan  its  products 
are  nesded  for  man's  subsistence.  How-

Mr.  Oliver  further  outlined 
other  schemes  being  formulated  by  the 
Dominion  and  Provincial  authorities 
for  dealing  with  land  settlement  Issues. 
He  claimed  that  It  was  primarily  the. 
obligation  of  the  Federal  Government, 
which  had  taken  the  soldiers,  to  look 
after  them  when  they  returnee*  It  was 
Important  that  there  should  be  no  da- 
plication  or  effort;  otherwise,  the  sit- 
uation would  lead  to  confusion  aad  a 
chaotic  condition.  It  would  be  Impos- 
sible, however,  for  Ottawa  to  proceed 
In  Its  own  way  without  first  consult- 
ing and  getting  the  acquiescence  of  the 
province*. 


"The  Federal  Government  is  at  least 
a  year  behind  time,"  he  asserted.  "I 
do  not  want  to  criticise,  but  It  Is  a 
fact  that  the  war  ended  sooner  than 
waa  expected  and  the' Canadian  govern- 
ment was  caught  to  a  large  extent  un- 
prepared for  the  situation  that  con- 
fronts us.  Sir  Thomas  White  has  laid 
emphasis  on  the  belief  that  a  spirit  of 
patriotism  will  solve  these  things.  It 
sounds  very  nice,  but  how  will  the 
banks  look  on  It?  After  bearing  Sir 
Thomas'  opinions  I  pictured  a  boom  of 
logs  produced  In  Britls  Columbia  at 
abnormal  cost  and  representing  so 
much  capital.  There  are  no  ships  to 
carry  the  finished  lumber  to  the  mar- 
kets of  the  world;  prairie  demand  Is 
weak.  Now,  what  la  the  sawmill  man 
going  to  get  when  he  goes  to  the  bank 
and  asks  for  support  to  carry  on  oper- 
ations? I  don't  know,  after  all.  If 
mere  patriotism  Is  going  to  count  u  lot. 
Talk  won't  pay  those  bills  and  meet 
the  pay  roll.  It  Is  Just  as  necessary 
for  the  Government  to  find  money  to 
tide  over  the  readjustment  period  aa  It 
was  to  find  it  for  carrying  on  the  war. 
That's  what  I  told  Sir  Thomas  White, 
and  I  got  no  reply.  It  set  him  think- 
ing. Public  works  as  a  means  of  em- 
ployment are  all  right  as  far  as  they 
go  and  If  the  proper  principle  be  ob- 
served. I  was  asked  what  the  pro- 
vinces proposed  to  do.  I  said  that  If 
we  had  the  money  we  would  complete 
the  P.  G.  E.  and  I  pointed  out  that 
there  were  certain  lines  of  the  C.  N.  R 
in  British  Columbia  that  were  not  pro- 
greasing  as  well  ss  they  might  and 
suggested  that  the  opportunity  for 
completing  these  roads  rested  with  the 
Dominion  Government. 

Make  Every  Dollar  Count 

"There  la  no  doubt  that  we  will 
have  to  be  prepared  to  lose  money  m 
this  effort  to  keep  things,  going  dur- 
ing the  reconstruction  period,  but 
there  Is  no  necessity  to  lose  more  than 
we  have  to.  Every  dollar  muat  be 
spent  with  a  view  to  making  that  dollar 
productive.  If  that  Is  not  done,  we  will 
later  find  ourselves  deeper  In  diffi- 
culties than  at  the  present  time." 

Mr.  Oliver  stated  that  he  had  cham- 
pioned the  cause  of  the  returned  sol- 
dier at  Ottawa  and  had  pointed  out 
that  the  policy  of  paying  the  head  of 
the  Land  Settlement  Board  16,000  a 
year  and  a  monthly  pension  of  $50  to 
the  returned  soldier  would  not  satisfy 
the  returned  soldier  nor  the  people  of 
Canada.  "If  some  of  these  easterners 
got  out  on  top  of  the  Rocky  Mountains 
and  let  the  wind  blow  at  them,  they 
would  realise  we  have  a  great,  big 
country  to  handle  and  they  might  ex- 
pand their  ideas  a  little,"  declared  the 
Premier. 

After  explaining  British  Columbia's 
proposed  part  In  the  national  pro- 
gramme of  housing  and.  pointing  to  the 
need  for  .the  extension  of  Canada's 
overseas,  markets,.  Mr.  Oliver  launched 
Into  a  verbal  hammering  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  their  attitude 
against  the  return  of  the  residue  of 
railway  lands  to  the  province.  He 
claimed  that  the  freight  rates  on  the 
C.  P.  R  were  a  "rank  injustice"  and 
one  of  the  principal  handicaps  to  the 
development  of  the  Pacific  slope. 

Then  he  returned  to  the  returned 
soldier  problem,  and  asserted  that  he 
was  tired  of  being  made  a  buffer  be- 
tween the  returned  soldier  and  Ottawa. 
The  average  returned  soldier,  he  said, 
did  not  know  the  line  of  demarcation 
between  the  powers  of  Jurisdiction  of 
the  two  governments  and  quite  nat- 
urally "got  after"  the  government  that 
could  be  got  hold  of  most  eaaily.  "I'm 
positively  tired  of  being  made  a  punch- 
ing bag,"  he  cried.  "These  matters 
have  got  to  be  straightened  out  once 
and  for  all,  or  there  Is  going  to  be 
trouble.  I've  still  got  a  little  fight 
left  in  me." 

Mr.  Oliver  concluded  by  declaring 
his  opposition  to  any  move  on  the  part 
of  the  Federal  Government  to  secure 
additional  sources  of  revenue  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  "We  don't  propose  to  be 
'milked  to  death,  and  we  want  a  fight- 
ing chance  for  life,"  he  said.  He 
stated  that  he  had  suggested  the  ad- 
visability of  sending  out  notes  and  ex- 
planations to  the  various  Provincial 
Premiers  before  calling  them  to  attend 
another  conference  In  the  future.  That 
would  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the 
Premiers  going  to  Ottawa  with  only 
nebulous  Ideas  as  to  what  was  going 
to  be  talked  about. 

Mr.  James  Forman  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Oliver  and  It  waa  sec- 
onded by  Aid.  Alex  Peden.  Mr.  For- 
man stated  that  he  felt  the  fears  of 
unemployment  were  largely  exaggerat- 
ed. During  five  years  before  the  war 
Canada  had  found  no  difficulty  In  ab- 
sorbing one  and  a  half  million  immi- 
grants from  foreign  lands.  There  were 
only  400,000  soldiers  to  return,  and 
none  of  them  were  strangers.

CONVENTION  HELD 


Delegates  Frorrr-AII  Parts  of 
Province  Attend  First  Annual 
Meeting  of  Association- 
Importance  of  Question. 


VANCOUVBR.  B.C..  Dec.  11.— Dele- 
gates from  all  over  the  Province  are 
arriving  In  Vancouver  for  the  first 
annual  convention  of  the  Child  Wel- 
fare Association  of  B.C..  which  was 
opened  this  morning  In  ths  Elks'  hall 
by  the  president,  Mr.  J.  J.  Dougan, 
Mayor  Gale,  speaking  "as  the  father 
of  a  few  hoys,"  and  aa  the  chief  mag- 
istrate of  the  citjf  welcomed  the  dele- 
gates, -v 

"Thar*  Is  no  more  Important  ques- 
tion to  be  considered  In  the  work  of 
reconstruction  than  that  of  child  wel- 
fare." stated  His  Worship,  who  voiced 
the  hope  that  Out  of  this  convention 
would  come  a  large  and  worthy  work 
In  this  city. 

Dr.  Hall  offered  the  opinion  that 
the  education  system  of  the  Province 
was  fifty  years  behind  the  times,  and 
that  reorganisation  would  do  much 
for  the  child.  "Every  child  should 
get  a  square  deal."  said  Dr.  Hall, 
"and  It  la  the  duty  of  the  community 
to  see  that  he  gets  It" 

Mrs.  Irene  Moody,  of  the  school 
board,  waa  enthusiastically  received, 
and  her  Influence  as  a  member  of  the 
educational  body  in  this  city  was 
commended  highly  by  President  Dou- 
gan. "We  have  talked  much  of  patri- 
otism." said  Mrs.  Moody,  "but  the 
care  of  the  child  Is  the  most  patriotic 
work  which  oan  be  done  for  a  com- 
munity." 

Mr.  James  Ramsay,  president  of 
the  Manufacturers*  Association,  said 
that  he  came  not  as  a  representative 
of  that  body,  but  as  a  private  citizen 
keenly  Interested  In  the  betterment 
of  the  child.  "We  pay  too  much  at- 
tention to  business  and  too  little 
attention  to  our  boya  atd  girls,"  said 
Mr.  Ramsay. 

Rev.  ■  Dr.  .  •  Henderson's  speech 
closed  the  morning  session. 

"Our  greatest  asset,"  hs  stated, 
"lies  not  in  our  great  fisheries,  our 
lumber,  or  our  mines,  but  in  the  boys 
and  girls  of  this  Province."  He  also 
spoke  of  the  need  of  proper  play- 
grounds and  of  the  physical  unfitness 
of  young  men  which  the  war  had 
brought  out,  expressing  the  thought 
that  this  condition  could  be  remedied 
by  such  an  organisation  aa  this. 

At  the  opening  all  the  delegates 
were  not  present,  many  of  them  not 
having  arrived,  and  numbers  of  the 
city  delegates  being  unabe  to  attend 
until  later  in  the  day.

Miss  Ella  Johnston,  William  South- 
urn  and  Leslie  Dodd.  met  death  by 
drowning  here  last  night  when  they 
skated  Into  two  separate  holes  in  the 
fee  on  Goose  Lake,  a  body  of  water 
near  here.  All  the  bodies  were  re- 
covered today. 

All  are  under  twenty  years  of  age. 

The  quartette  formed  a  skating 
party  to  go  to  the  lake  last  night. 
Their  absence  from  home  In  the 
morning  alarmed  friends  and  rela- 
tives, and  a  searching  party  was  sent 
out.  The  searchers  found  the  Ice 
broken  and  two  cape  floating  in  the 
water.  The  preceding  night  was 
cloudy  and  the  supposition  la  that 
they  skated  into  the  openings  In  the 
dark. 

The  accident  has  Inexpressibly 
shocked  the  community, .  All  were 
well  known.  The  bodies  of  young 
Southern  and  Miss  Leatherdale  were 
found  at  a  distance  of  about  forty 
feet  from  those  of  Dodd  and  Miss 
Johnston,  there  being  two  open 
spaces  of  water  at  that  distance 
where  the  Ice  had  not  formed. 

Miss  Johnston  was  an  Enderby  girl 
here  on  a  visit  to  Miss  Leatherdale. 
who  is  a  niece  of  Deputy  Chief  of 
Police  Leatherdale,  of  Vancouver.

"LONDON.  Dec.  11. — Expounding 
the  British  view  of  the  freedom  of 
the  seas,  the  legal  correspondent  of 
The  Times  describes  the  main  British 
position  on  the  question  aa  fellows: 

"A  readiness  to  continue  as  here- 
tofore the  freedom  of  the  seas  in  times 
of  peace,  which  has  been  carried  out 
by  England,  for  example,  as  to  the 
admission  of  foreign  vessels  to  coast- 
wise trade,  more  than  by  anjju  other 
Important  commercial  country;  and 
to  agree  to  the  conversion  Into  a  free 
sea  of  any  sea  now  treated  aa  a 
closed  sea. 

"A  strong  conviction,  greatly 
strengthened  and  hardened  by  the 
lessons  of  the  war,  to  maintain  the 
minimum  of  safety  for  our  people 
and  Empire  and  to  be  no  party  to 
any  agreement  conflicting  or  tamper- 
ing with  it 

"A  belief  that  the  conditions  of 
warfare  are  so  changing  that  we 
must  be  careful  to  protect  ourselves 
against  perils  ahead. 

"A  readiness  to  consider  any 
changes  pyt  forward  by  neutrals  con- 
sistent with  these  essential*. 

"A  desire  to  co-operate  In  render- 
ing impossible  hideous  crimes  com- 
mitted  at   sea. 

"A  readiness,  aa  far  as  Is  com- 
patible with  safety  in  the  full  sense, 
to  promote  any  practical  scheme  for 
a  league  of  nations. 

"In  short — a  Arm  resolution  as  to 
essentials  and  an  open  mind  aa  to 
secondary  matters." 

In  leading  up  to  this  conclusion, 
the  correspondent  says: 

"The  more  the  British  point  of  view 
Is  understood  the  more  it  will  com- 
mend itself  to  Impartial  opinion.  The 
closer  we  look  at  the  question  from 
the  American  angle  the  more  the 
differences  are  likely  to  be  dimin- 
ished. 

"We  are  dealing  with  the  world  aa 
It  still  is.  and  so  far  as  the  freedom 
of  the  seas*  interferes  with  the  pro- 
tection of  onr  vital  interests  It 
means  a  one-sided  disarmament  to 
the  detriment  of  England,  and  Eng- 
land only. 

"It  Is  indisputable  that  the  British 
fleet  saved  civilisation,  and  Mr. 
Booaevelt  In  acknowledging  the  obli- 
gation which  America  owes  to  the 
British  navy,  said:  'The  peculiar  posi- 
tion and  the  vital  needa  of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire  render  It  Imperative  that 
her  navy  should  be  the  first  in  the 
world.'  There,  expressed  accurately 
and  generously,  Is  the  first  essential 
of  the  British  policy. 

"The  second  essential  to  be  borne 
in  mind  is  the  revolution  in  mari- 
time warfare  caused  by  the  changes 
in  the  sice  of  armies,  the  changes  In 
weapons  and  munitions  and  in  mod- 
ern commerce.'  The  pressure  exer- 
cised upon  Germany  has  not  been 
due  to  any  single  measure  bnt  to  a 
series  of  measures  directed  to  one 
end  and  dictated  by  modern  devel- 
opments. 

"Doubtless  neutrals  experienced 
much  inconvenience  by  reason  of 
them,  but  would  the  United  States 
have  refrained.  In  a  life  and  death 
struggle,  from  using  any  of  such 
measures  TM 

As  a  result  of  Information  regard- 
ing President  Wilson's  freedom  of 
the  seas  proposals,  the  British  Gov- 
ernment Is  now  In  possession  of  con- 
crete suggestions  which  are  mora  un- 
derstandable than  the  free  seas" 
clause  in  Mr.  •  Wilson's  "fourteen 
points."  according  to  The  Express.

WASHINGTON,  Dec.  11. — An  ap- 
peal by  Premier  Clemenceau  of 
France,  rbr  an  American  contribu- 
tion of  two  thousand  planes  a  month, 
a  total  of  five  thousand  aviators  and 
50.000  specialised  mechanics,  formed 
the  basis  for  the  aircraft  programme 
to  which  the  United  States  commit- 
ted Itself  In  the  war,  Major-General 
William  L.  Kenley,  director  of  mili- 
tary aeronautics,  disclosed  today  in 
his  annual  report. 

"This  country  had  never  trained 
an  aviator  sufficiently  to  meet  the 
demands  of  overseas  aerial  warfare," 
General  Kenley  point*  out. 

Despite  this  handicap,  4,980  men 
had  been  graduated  as  reserve  mili- 
tary aviators,  the  first  rating  for 
pilots  by  June  SO,  1918,  the  report 
says,  and.  110  bombers,  88  bombing 
pilots,  484  observers,  838  observer 
pilots  and  131  pursuit  pilots  had 
been  graduated  on  that  date  from 
the  advanced  training  schools. 

In  the  year  ending  last  June  SO. 
there  were  152  fatalities  in  training. 
or  an  average  of  one  death  to  8,684 
hours  and  301,006  miles  flown. 

Stalled  engines,  usually  due  to  an 
error  of  the  pilot,  caused  88  deaths, 
collisions  30,  and  side-slips  10. 

As  a  matter  of  aerial  statistics,  the 
report  says,  fatalities  to  Americans  In 
training  are  less  than  half  as  large 
as  those,  of  the  other  Allied  countries. 

The  report  says  that  440  balloon 
of  Accra  had  been  graduated,  155  of 
whom  were  fully  qualified  observers 
during  the  year.

MUNICIPAL  TAXATION 

The  time  for  the  member*  of  the 
City  Council-  to  pre  ,npoa  (ho  Gov.' 
ernment  the  need  for  en  extension  of 
tho  scope  of  municipal  taxation  hi 
now,  for  if  they  do  not  they  will  And 
the  new  Municipal  Act  will  not  make 
anch  provision.  The  Provincial  au- 
thorities are  not  com*-  to  relinquish, 
without  protest,  any  of  the  sources 
of  taxation  they  now  control  unless 
municipalities  are  able  to  ehow  it  is  im- 
possible for  them  to  carry  on  finan- 
cially under  the  present  system.  We 
have  no  doubt  the  Municipal  Act  will 
provide  for  an  extension  of  licence 
fees,  or  In  other  words  large  indus- 
tries, businesses,  professions,  etc.,  may 
be  placed  on  a  graduated  scale  ac- 
cording to  ability  to  pay,  but  unless 
the  Council  takes  action  and  makes 
representations  to  the  Government  we 
venture  to  believe  no  provision  will 
be  made  for  any  new  source  of  rev- 
enue to  municipalities 

It  Is  an  axiom  of  the  solution  -of 
municipal  finances  in  this  Province 
that  the*1  taxation  burden,  which  now 
rests  almost  exclusively  on  land,  must 
be  distributed.  The  experience  of  the 
past  five  years  has  proved  the  impos- 
sibility of  collecting  all  the  taxes  levied 
on  land.  Each  year  there  has  been  a 
growing  amount  of  arrears,  yet  civic 
administration  after  administration 
has  .remained  supine  despite  the 
handwriting  on  the  wall.  Taxation 
that  cannot  be  collected  Is  indicative 
of  poor  business, administration*  and 
the  marvel, is  so  little  has  been  done 
to  find  a  solution  of  the  present 
Impasse.  Even  now  municipalities 
are  quietly  awaiting  the  new  Munici- 
pal Act  in  the  hope  it  may  contain 
4ome  .alleviating  features,  but  they 
-  seem  to  forget  it  will  require  the 
most  persistent  arguments  and  con- 
tinuous pressure  before  the  Provincial 
Government  can  be  made  to  see  the 
Absolute  necessity  of  widening  the 
scope  of  municipal  taxation. 

If  matters  are  allowed  to  drift,  as 
{hey  are  drifting  at  present,  it  will  be 
'  found,  when  the  new  .Municipal  Apt' 
Sees  the  light,  it  will  contain  some 
extension  to  munttLaal  powers  to  levy, 
licence  fees,  but  will  embody  nothing" 
Whereby  the  Provincial  Government 
Will  relinquish  to  clvio  authorities  the 
power  to.  collect  amusement  tax, 
motor  licence  fees,  or  any  other  Pro- 
vincial taxes  which  manifestly*  should 
be  shared  with  municipalities.  We 
have  grave  doubts 'if  it  will  give,  mu- 
nicipalities the  power  to  levy  taxation 
en  that  considerable  section  of  the 
public  who  now  pay  practically  noth- 
ing into  the  municipal  exchequer  and 
yet  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  pro- 
tection afforded  through  the  fact  they 
reside  within  municipal  bounds.  Our 
present  City  Council  should  take  ac- 
tion at  once.  An  up-to-date  civic  .ad  - 
ministration  should  have  a  roster  of 
every  individual  within  Its  Jurisdic- 
tion, constantly  kept  up  to  date.  It 
should  be  able  to  grade  the  ability  of 
the  different  olasses  of  the  population 
to  support  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  corporation.  There  are  thousands 
Of  citizens  in  Victoria  today  who  do 
not  pay  a  cent  towards  the  fire  pro- 
tection they  are  divert  or  towards  the 
education  which  their  children  re- 
ceive. Our  system  of  municipal  tax- 
ation has  been  wrongly  conceived  and 
It  Is  time  it  was  altered.  We  doubt, 
however,  if  such  alleviation  can  be 
secured  unless  first  the  Provincial 
Government  realises  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation  and  affords  to  munici- 
palities such  a  scope  that  they  will  be 
able  to  distribute  the  hurden  and  so 
make  all  taxation  levied,  collectable. 
After  all  that  should  be  the  first  ob- 
ject of  taxation.  It  should  be  of  such 
a  character  that  it  inflicts  no  undue 
burden  on  anyone,  while  at  the  same 
time  it  is  graded  according  to  the 
ability  to  pay.  In  this  way  taxation 
oan  be  collected,  instead  of  less  than 
SO  per  cent  reaching  the  civic  ex- 
chequer as  has  been  the  case  In  more 
4han  one  municipality  in  British  Co- 
lumbia during  the  past  few  years. 

Our  present  City  Council  may  feel 
Inclined  to. shelve  the  responsibility 
of  finding  a  solution  to  the  taxation 
Impasse,  on  the  principle  of  trans- 
ferring troubles  to  Its  successor  In 
office,  flueh  a  course  is  reprehensible, 
for  it  Is  obviously  desirable  steps 
should  be  token  before  the  Municipal 
Act  la  drafted,  not  afterwards.  Defi- 
nite requests  should  be  made  to  the 
Government  to  permit  municipalities 
the  power  to  collect  the  amusement 
tax.  to  have  apportioned  to  them  a 
Just  share  of  the/motor  ear  licences, 
to  be  gtven  a  share,  In  proportion  to 
population,  of  the  Income  mid  per- 
sonal property  taxes  of  Which  approx- 
imately to  per  cent  comes  from  the 
•Hies  and  suburban  municipalities, 
had!  to  lien  of  these  concessions — if 
they  oan  be  caned  such— the  Province 
could  withhold  the  grants  it  has 
given  In  the  past  towards  the.  upkeep 
of  hospitals  and  seboobx  In  addition, 
municipalities  ehouid  have  the  power 
to  Impoee  graded  business  licence 
JOhereby  they  oan  reach  that  con- 


siderable section  of  the  public  which 
gains  its  livelihood  wKhIn  corporate 
limits,  end  lives  in  adjacent  munici- 
palities. These  are  merely  sugges- 
tions. No  doubt  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  are  thoroughly  posted  en 
how  the  burden  of  taxation  should  be 
redistributed.  What  is  sought  Is  to 
arouse  them  to  Immediate  action,  for 
If  they  remain,  silent  It  le  certain  thorn 
will  be  bitter  disappointment  over  the 
taxation  powers  to  be  conferred  by 
the  new  Municipal  Act

y     MAkUUXS   Or   FRJBKDOM 

In  view  of  the  discussion  that  has 
arisen  on  the  phrase  "the  freedom  of 
the  seas"  the  contribution  of  Sir  Fred- 
ericm-Bmltb  is  of  peculiar  significance, 
inasmuch  as  it  is  he  who  will  prepare 
the  British  case  to  be  told  before  the 
Peace  Conference.  It  ehouid  be  abso- 
lutely unnecessary  for  Britain  to  have 
to  defend  her  right  to  naval  power  by 
word  of  mouth  considering  the  record 
of  the -manner  In  which  she  has  exer- 
cised sea  power,  but  since  ths  ambig- 
uous phrase  has  crept  Into  the  prin- 
ciples to  be  discussed  Sir  Frederick 
Smith's  statement  will  be  read  with 
Interest.  He  says:  .''We  shall  be  quite 
satisfied  with  such  a  definition  of  free- 
dom of  the  seas,  as  will  enable  the 
British  Navy,  in  the  unfortunate  event 
of  future  wars)  to  do  exactly  What  the 
British  Navy,  aided  by  the  American 
Navy,  has  been  doing  for  the  past 
eighteen  months." 

It  is  a  mattei  of  historical  record 
that  the  freedom  of  the  seas  was  first 
won,  and  ever  since  has  been  guaran- 
teed, by  the  British  Navy.  This  fact 
is  recalled  by  Lieut-Cot  C.  B.  Levlta, 
writing  in  the  British .  press.  Great 
Britain,  he  says,  has  been  entirely  re- 
sponsible for  instituting  and  maintain- 
ing throughout  the  centuries  this 
common  heritage  to  navigators.  In 
1614,  according  to  the  writer,  a  Papal 
Bull  awarded!  to  Spain  and  Portugal 
all  the  continents  opened  to  Europe 
by  the  discoveries  of  Columbus  and 
Vasco  de  Gama,  and  Inhibited,  under 
penalty  of  the  sentence  of  excom- 
munication, "all  persons  from  travel- 
ling for  merchandise,  or  for  any  other 
cause  to  the  said  lands  or  islands, 
found  or  to  be  found,  discovered  or 
to  be  discovered,  towards  the  west  or 
south."  The  effect  of  this  was  to 
confine  the  other  European  nations  to 
their  territorial  waters. 

It  was  apt  until  1578  that  Drake 
openly  disregarded  the  Papal  Award. 
History  relates  how  he  rounded  Cape 
Horn,  entered  the  Pacific  and  after 
visiting  the  Moluccas  returned  to  Eng- 
land by  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  The 
next  development  was  a  rupture  be- 
tween England  and  Spam.  Queen 
Elisabeth,  In  defence  of  the  action  of 
her  commander,  denied,  the  validity 
of  the  Pope's  award.  She  did  so  in 
these  •memorable  words?  "Prescrip- 
tion without  possession  avallsth  noth- 
ing. Tho  ;uee  of  tho  sea  and  air;  is 
common  to  all  ...  as  neither 
nature  nor  public  use  and  custom  per- 
mitteth  any  possession  thereof." 

Bight  years  later  Spain  challenged 
the  freedom  of  the  seas,  as  defined  by 
England's  Queen,  with  the  result  the 
Armada  was  shattered.'  From  that 
day  to  this  there  has  been  no  sus- 
tained Interference  with  the  world's 
shipping  sxoept  by  the  legitimate  use 
of  blockade  in  time  of  war,  and  by 
the  exercise  of  the  submarine  waanon 
by  Germany  in  the  Great  War.  In 
effect,  340  years  ago  Britain's  sea 
power  opened  the -high  seas  of' the 
world  to  the  use  of  the  nations.  Since 
then,  notwithstanding  efforts  to  're- 
strict her  sovereignty  of  the  seas,  she 
has  maintained-  that  freedom,  yet  now 
limitations  to  her  •  rights  so  bene- 
ficlently  exercised  are  to  be  discussed 
at  the  coming  Peace  Conference.

Sir: — The  scope  of  your  leading 
article  in  tost  Tuesday's  Issue  of  your 
valuable  paper  under  the  above  head- 
ing, might  also  have  embraced  mill- 
ing'' companies. 

Some  time  ago  hog  raising  was  ad* 
v  oca  ted;  and  it  was  favorably  re- 
sponded to  by  many  ranchers  and 
others.  How  does  this  Industry  on 
tho  Island  stand  today?  Pig  keepers 
ate  being  compelled  to  sacrifice  their 
stock  at  ruinous  prices,  as  they  are 
unable  to  procure  feed,  and  when  a 
shipment  of  feed  does  come  to  hand. 
the  prices  demanded  are  prohibitive, 
and  the  so-called  chop  feed  Is  un- 
suitable, apart  from  the  price  we  are 
asked  to  pay  for  this  article,  namely, 
|2.«6  nor  hundred  pound  sack. 

Surely  the  Government,  as  a  tem- 
porary relief  measure  to  relieve  this 
acute  situation,  could  engage  In  the 
feed  business,  import,  snd  sell  to  the 
consumer,  or  through  the  feed  stores, 
at  a  fixed  price. 

The  annual  statements  of  milling 
companies,  recently  published,  reflect 
abnormal  profits,  while  the  rancher 
and  pig  keeper  Is  being  compelled  to 
part  with  his  stock,  or  maintain  It 
at  a  loss,  and  the  long  suffering 
consumer  Is  daily  informed  that  his 
bacon  rasher  and  pork  chop  have 
taken  another  Jump,  and  lege  are  out 
of  eight 

The  following  is  a  slight  digression 
from  ths  subject  of  your  article/ and 
this  letter.  I  allude  to  the  question 
of  settling  many  of  our  soldiers  who 
are  returning  on  the  land. 

We  occasionally  hear  through  the 
press  of  proposed  land  settlements 
for  this  purpose  in  remote  parts  of 
the  Province.  As  I  travel  from  Vic- 
toria to  Nanaimo  by  rail,  and  by 
water  to  Union  Bey,  I  have  fre- 
quently asked  the  question:  Why 
should  the  Government  seek  lands  In 
remote  districts  of  the  Province 
while  there  are  cleared  lands  and  un- 
productive areas  lying  fallow  ,  and 
Idle  at  our  very  doors  f  I  venture 
to  suggest  that  our  Provincial  Par- 
liament could  with  advantage  copy 
some  of  the  legislation  which  was 
enacted  years  ago  In  that  well-gov- 
erned! overseas  dominion,  New  Zea- 
land, whereby  which  valuable  tracts 
of  suitable  lands  were  expropriated 
from  thoee  that  "toll  and  spin  not" 
and  made  available  to  settlers  at  a 
reasonable  prloe.  the  Government 
going  so  far  as  to  advance  to  suitable 
settlers  in  that  Dominion  loans  at  a 
moderate  rate  of  interest  for  the 
erection  of  dwellings  and  farm  build- 
lags  and  the  purchase  of  seed  and 
implements,  thereby  preventing  the 
congestion  of  population  in  the  cities. 
This  legislation  proved  a  great  suc- 
cess, and  contributed  towards  mak- 
ing New  Zealand  the  productive,  ex- 
porting, and  prosperous  country  she 
la  today. 

From  what  I  can  remember,  the 
basis  for  the  prices  of  lands  takes 
by  expropriation  wae  the  assessed 
value  of  the  lands  for  taxation.  I 
need  hardly  eay  that  the  prices  asked 
by  the  landowners  In  the.  courts  of 
arbitration  correspondent  with  real 
estate  prloes  In  this  Province  which 
prevailed  before  the  war,  and  which 
in  a  great  measure  forced  many  pro- 
ductive lands  around  us  out  of  culti- 
vation. 

In  this  suggestion  I  venture  to  say 
there  to  a  field  which  should  Are  the 
ardor  of  our  Arcadian  Premier,  and 
his  able  lieutenant  the  Honorable 
Minister  of  Agriculture.  I  am  sure 
their  efforts  would  be  attended  with 
great  success,  and  we  and  posterity 
would  call  them  blessed.

OPTIMISM  JUSTIFIED 

The  Exciting 


Prof.  W.  F.  Osborne,  of ,  the  Univers- 
ity of  Manitoba.  Winnipeg,  reached 
Victoria  yesterday  on  an  interesting 
and  important  et-rand.  He  Is  repre- 
senting an  Influential  group  of  West- 
ern Canadian  citizens  who  think  the 
time  has  come  for  the  people  of  Can- 
ada as  such  to  Interest  themselves  in 
a  new  way  in  the  educational  pro- 
cesses of  the  country,  particularly  as 
these  bear  on  the  quality  and  char- 
acter of  our  Canadian  citizenship. 

This  Winnipeg  Committee  has  for 
Its  chairman  Sir  James  Aiklns, 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  Manitoba  and 
Includes  His  Grace  Archbishop  Math- 
eson.  Chief  Justice  Mathers,  W.  J. 
Bulrasn.  President  of  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Association;  Rev. 
Principal  Baird,  H.  W.  Wood.  Presi- 
dent of  the  Canadian  Council  of  Agri- 
culture; Rev.  E.  Leslie  Pidgeon, 
formerly  International  President  of 
the  Rotary  Clubs,  and  about  thirty 
other  representative  citizens. 

Most  Important  Industry 

"These  pubUc  spirited  citizens," 
said  Prof.  Osborne,  believe  that  edu- 
cation Is  the  primary  industry  of  the 
Dominion;  that  the  potentialities  of 
the  elementary  schools  are  tremend- 
ous in  their  significance  for  the  future 
of  the  nation;  and  that  the  most  im- 
portant element  in  education  is  its 
function  in  the  development  of  char- 
acter and  the  evoking  of  personality. 

"It  is  believed  that  it  would  be 
of  great  public  advantage  ■  to  seise 
the  moment  when  Canada  is  aglow 
with  pride  over  the  national  achieve- 
ment in  the  war,  and  when  the  air  is 
full  of  plans  for  reconstruction,  to  as- 
semble a  representative *  national 
gathering  on  education,  at  which  the 
best  brains  of  the  Dominion  would 
discuss  the  Importance  and  methods 
of  Inspiring  Canadian  education  with 
the  highest  possible .  moral  purpose 
and  Ideal.  It  will  be  proposed  to 
sueh  a  conference  when  it  assembles 
that  the.  attempt  be  made  to  set  up 
an  Advisory  Bureau  or  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  Canada,  which  could  ren- 
der great  service  in  stimulating  Can- 
adian education. 

"There  would  be  no  conflict  between 
such  a  body  and  the  Provincial  aur 
thorities  who  control  education,  be- 
cause the  proposed  body  would  have 
no  administrative  functions  what- 
ever. Its  function  would  be  to  pur- 
sue researches  in  education,  to  keep 
its  eyes  open  for  the  best  that  is  be- 
ing done  in  education  anywhere,  and 
to  bring  the  results  of  its  labors  be- 
fore the  regularly  constituted  author- 
ities for  acceptance,  or  rejection. 
Necessity  for  Unity. 
"The  different  interests,  classes, 
races,  and  creeds  of  Canada  must  And 
a  common  platform  on  whloh  to  stand 
if  Canada  is  to  become  a  great  nation. 
Why  should  they  not  find  this  in  a 
sound  moral  motive  lying  behind  their 
citizenship,  which  sound  moral  motive 
may  be  Impressed  upon  the  school 
children  without  entering  at  ail  into 
controversial    domains." 

Prof.  Osborne  has  visited  about 
thirty  cities  in  Canada  in  this  con- 
nection. Everywhere  the  possibilities 
involved  In  a  bl*  National  Conference 
on  education  have  been  received  with 
warm  approval.  Prof.  Osborne  Is  to 
address  a  gathering  of  citizens  today 
at  noon  at  the  Dominion  Hotef;  and 
It  is  hoped  that  when  the  time  comes 
for  the  conference  referred  to  that 
Victoria  and  British  Columbia  will  be 
well  represented  at  it

FORMER  VICTORIAN 
DIES  IN  ENGLAND 


Mr,  John  Henry  Brodie  Be- 
lieved to  Have  Succumbed 
Following  Accident  in  Hunt- 
ing Field— Left  Here  1875. 


Word  has  Just  been  received  here 
by  his  Arm  that  Mr.  John  Henry 
Brodle,  of  Flndlay,  Durham  &  Brodie, 
died  suddenly  at  his  home  near  Lon- 
don  on  Sunday  last. 

From   the   cable   received    it  would 

appear  that   Mr.    Brodle's   death   was 

the  result  of  an  accident  in  the  hunt- 
ing Held. 

The  late  Mr.  Brodie  was  well 
known  to  many  Victorians  of  the  early 
'seventies,  when  he  resided  here  for 
four  or  nvo  years,  managing  his  Arm. 
He  was  known  not  only  as  a  very  en- 
ergetic and  shrewd  business  man,  but 
also  as  a  gentleman  who  entered  into 
all  manner  of  outdoor  sports.  He  was 
a  good  horseman,  a  keen  football 
player,  an  ardent  fisherman,  and  an 
excellent  shot,  and  many  of  the  old- 
timers  who  enjoyed  his  friendship  will 
learn  with  deep  regret  of  his  sudden 
demise. 

He  left  Victoria  in  1876.  and  his 
eldest  son,  who  was  born  while  the 
family  lived  in  this  city,  was  for  sev- 
eral years  Member  of  Parliament  rep- 
resenting one  of  the  boroughs  near 
London.  England.  Otho  rsons  have 
all  been  engaged  in  the  war,  the  sec- 
ond one  being  one  of  the  original 
"contemptible  little  army."  , 

Mr.  Brodie  was  for  many  years  a 
director  on  the  board  of  the  Bank  of 
British  North  America  in  London.

\  A  plea  for  the  more  stringent  en- 
forcement of  the  Prohibition  Act  and 
the  assertion  that,  granted  some  Im- 
perfections In  .the  measure,  yet  bet- 
ter result*  could  be  secured  through 
energetic  action  by  the  police  author- 
ities, were  made  by  a  laage  deputa- 
tion representative  of  clerical  and 
lay  bodies  which  yesterday  afternoon 
waited  upon  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners.  The  speakers  polnt- 
•ed  out  that  a  year  ago  similar  re- 
presentations were  made  to  the 
Board,  but,  Judging  from  present 
conditions,  little  improvement  had 
been  effected.  The  claim  was  ad- 
vanced: that  liquor  la  now  being  sold 
In  the  bars  of  the  city  almost  as 
freely  as  in  pre-prohlbltion  times. 

The  deputation  was  composed  of 
Revs.  W.  Leslie  Clay,  D.D..  Robert 
Connell.  D.  McRae.  H.  T.  Archbold. 
R.  Wilkinson,  M.  T.  Hibershon,  Wm. 
Stevenson  and  Coldwell,  representing 
the  Social  Service  Commission  and 
Ministerial  Association;  Mr.  O.  H. 
Robertson,  William  Marchant,  H.  A. 
Beckwlth  and  others,  of  the  People's 
Prohibition  Party;  Mesdames  A.  B. 
Mitchell,  J.  McEwan  and  Powers,  of 
the  W.C.T.U.,  and  a  number  of  citi- 
zens in  their  individual  capacities. 
Offers  Criticism 
A  statement  submitted  by  Mr. 
Beckwlth  set  forth  that  the  only  dif- 
ference, reports  Indicated,  between 
the  present  and  pre-prohlbltion  times 
was  that  liquor  now  sold  Is  higher  in 
price  and  lower  in  quality.  The  fact 
that  the  police  could  find  five  per 
cent  beer  on  tap  In  six  bars  and  the 
added  fact  that  within  the  past  few 
days  three  bans  In  the  city  have  been 
placed  out  of  bounds  far  men  of  the 
Siberian  force  would  appear,  the 
statement  went  on,  to  indicate  that 
the  reports  of  violation  of  the  law 
ere  well  founded,  even  If  the  pres- 
ence of  intoxicated  men  on  the 
streets  were  not  sufficient  moof. 
Even  with  the  faults  In  the  present 
Act,  faults  which  the  heads  of  thte 
police  force  and  the  Public  Prosecu- 
tor claim  make  a  proper  enforce- 
ment of  it  Impossible,  the  Act  could 
be  effectively  enforced  by  an  ener- 
getic police  force,  actuated  with  a 
real  desire  to  enforce  it,  the  state- 
ment alleged. 

The  statement   submitted    by     Mr. 
Beckwlth   referred  to  the  claim     by 
the  police  that  the  act  does  not  per- 
mit  of   arrests   without     a     warrant 
and   claimed  there     are     many     In- 
stances wherein  an  arrest  could     be 
made   when   reliable  Information     Is 
in  the  hands  of  the  police.  The  argu- 
ment of  the  police     that     necessary 
evidence   cannot   be  secured   without 
the  aid   of  "stool  pigeons"  and  that 
the  heads  of  the  department  disprove 
of  such  methods,     was     not     agreed 
with,  the  claim  being  advanced  that 
there  are  many  cases  when  a  convic- 
tion could  never  be  obtained   if  left 
to  the   uniformed   force  and   regular 
detective     aquad,     the     members     of 
which  are  well  known,  and  while  the 
engagement    of    disreputable    charac- 
ters to  assist  in  entrapping  those  who 
have  never  before  sold  liquor  illegally 
waa  not  approved  of,  yet  it  was  urged 
that  It  would  be  quite  proper  to  em- 
ploy someone  to  secure  evidence. 
Not  Far  Enough 
It   was   further  set   forth   that     In 
many  cases  where  a  charge  Involving 
a    fine   was   laid      against     offenders, 
there   was  ample  scope      under      the 
statute   to   bring   a   charge   which,   if 
substantiated,   would   have  called   for 
the  imposition  of  a  prison  term,  and 
the    argument    was    made    that      the 
only   Way   to   put  an   end   to   "bUnd- 
PlgSlng"  la  to  imprison  a  few  of  the 
offenders. 

Mr.  Beckwlth  went  at  length  into 
numerous  phases  of  the  act  in  sup- 
port of  the  contention  that  ample 
evidence  of  proprietors  offering  liquor 
for  sale  could  be  produced.  He  re- 
ferred to  cases  where,  when  the  po- 
lice entered  premises,  whiskey  con- 
tained in  a  pitcher  had  been  dumped 
into  a  receptacle  filled  with  water, 
and  because  this  mixture  did  not 
analyse  over  the  preeertbed  limit  of 
2  1-2  per  cent,  no  prosecutions  were 
laid. 


no  action  -was  CaJten~TKe1C — He 
suggested  te  the  deputation  that  a 
common  sense  method  would  be  for 
them  to  confer  with  himself  and  the 
provincial  legal  authorities  to  the  end 
that  present  defects  in  the  act  might 
be  remedied.  He  referred  to  condi- 
tions as  they  existed  twelve  years 
ago  In  Victoria  with  the  present, 
claiming  Victoria  today  compares 
very  favorably  with  'any  other  city  in 
the  matter  of  law  enforcement. 
Resents  Suggestion 
Mr.  Beckwlth  auggested  that  the  rea- 
son many  prosecutions  were  brought 
for  "having"  when  they  could  have 
been  laid  for  "offering  for  sale,"  thus 
permitting  a  Jail  term  Instead  of  fine 
aa  punishment,  was  because  the  cltjr 
did  not  desire  to  Incur  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  prisoners  in  the  pro- 
vincial Jail.  ^ 

"I  repudiate  any  such  suggestion 
that  we  as  a  board  have  adopted  any 
such  attitude,"  interjected  Commis- 
sioner Day,  who  suggested  that  drink 
is  obtainable  not  alone  in  Victoria  but 
in  adjacent  municipalities. 

"Oh,  there  Is  no  doubt  a  man  can 
get  a  drink  day  or  night,"  said  Rev. 
Mr.   Stevenson. 

"Mayor  Todd  thought  It  was  hardly 
fair  to  throw  the  whole  blame  upon 
the  police  board,  the  magistrate,  the 
public  prosecutor  or  the  heads  of  the 
department.  He  suggested  the  Pro- 
hibition Party  .-mould  name  a  small 
committee  to  go  fully  Into  the  whole 
question  of  law  enforcement.  It  had 
always  been  disappointing  to  the 
board  to  have  delegations  appear  be- 
fore It  and  criticise  existing  condi- 
tions and  then  depart  without  offer- 
ing any  real  assistance,  and  then,  a 
year  later,  to  return  and  repeat  *helr 
complaints.

A  request  was  made  yesterday  to 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
for  Important  changes  In  existing 
methods  whereby  provision  will  be 
made  for  a  woman's  police  depart- 
ment, the  licensing  of  hotels  and 
rooming  houses,  needed  changes  In 
the  Infants'  Act,  and  other  matters 
affecting  the  welfare  of  the  youth  of 
the  city,  by  a  deputation  representing 
the  Local  Council  of  Women. 

In  introducing  the  deputation  and. 
explaining  its  wishes.  Mrs.  8chofleld, 
wife  of.  Bishop  Schofleld,  supple- 
mented her  remarks  with  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  deputation  was 
representative  of  some  fifty-nine  wo- 
men's organizations,  all  women  voters 
who  will  not  vote  for  any  individual 
seeking  public  office  who  shall  not  de- 
clare his  or  her  stand  upon  the  above 
and  other  matters  of  vital  Importance 
to  the  welfare  of  the  community. 

Chief  discussion  centred  upon  the 
question  of  women  on  the  police 
force,  Miss.  Crease,  president  of  the 
Local  Council  of  Women,  pointing  to 
the  fact  that  in  England  i*nd  in  cities 
on  this  continent  women  police  offi- 
cers have  been  found  to  fill  a  vital 
need  that  cannot  be  met  by  the  ordi- 
nary police  force.  She  eulogized  the 
work  done  here  by  Miss  Wark,  special 
agent  of  the  Social  Service  Commis- 
sion, who  has  been  doing  practically 
all  the  work  along  the  line  which  a 
women's  department  would  handle 
In  the  way  of  safeguarding  the  wel- 
fare of  women  and  young  girls. 

Mrs.  Schofleld  urged  the  necessity 
of  greater  attention  to  the  care  of  de- 
fective chidren,  stating  that  in  the 
schools  of  Victoria  there  are  defec- 
tives who  should  be  in  a' public  Insti- 
tution at  the  expense  of  the  public, 
while  there  are  others  less  afflicted 
who  ."Sou Id  be  under  Miss  Winn.  Was 
Victoria  to  be  the  only  city  In  Canada 
that  is  not  doing  its  duty  in  this  re- 
spect, she  aaked. 

Mrs.  Schofleld  suggested  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  woman  police  inspec- 
tor and  one  other,  the  matter  of  a 
patrol,  to  be  left  to  voluntary  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  women's  organiza- 
tions. 

The  board  thanked  the  deputation 
for  its  presentation  and  promised 
every  consideration  thereof.

RETRENCHMENT  TO  BE 
THE  SEASON'S  POLICY 

CHICAOO,  Dec.  11. — Baseball  play- 
ers of  the  American  League  who  de- 
serted their  clubs  last  season  for  ship- 
yard positions  will  be  barred  from 
playing  in-  the  league  if  a  resolution 
to  be  Introduced  at  the  annual  meet- 
lnf  of  the  league  here  tomorrow  to 
adopted.  President  Ban  Johnson 
withheld  the  name  of  the  club  owner 
who  drew  the  resolution  up.  Radi- 
cal retrenchment  wUI  be  the  policy 
adopted  for  the  1919  season. 

President  Johnson  said  that,  while 
the  club  owners  did  not  favor  reduc- 
ing the  present  player  limit  of  28, 
they  would  not  carry  any  more  play- 
ers than  absolutely  necessary  on  the 
road  trips  and  that  the  club  trainers 
probably  will  be  left  at  home. 

The  American  League  executive 
favors  a  Joint  committee  meeting  with 
a  committee  from  the  National  League 
to  consider  the  problems  confronting 
the  future  of  baseball.  The  proposal 
came  from  President  Heydler,  of  the 
National  League,  today.

Oak  Bay  voters  yesterday  endorsed 
the  by-law  to  purchase  a  High  School 
site  on  Craumoie  Road,  the  poll 
taken  at  the  Oak  Bay  Avenue  school 
resulting  In  119  votes  being  cast  In 
favor  of  the  proposal  and  S6  against 
It,  the  total  poll  being  172,  and  a 
three-fifths  majority  being  required 
to  ensure  the  passage  of  the  by-law. 

The  by-law,  which  now  goes  into 
effect,  authorizes  the  purchase  of  an 
area  of  over  nine  acres  facing  on 
Cranmore  Road  and  Fort  Street,  di- 
rectly opposite  the  Arena.  Skating 
Rink,  at  a  price  of  $6,600. 

Chosen  for  the  Future 
The  site  which  has  been  selected 
to  geographically  the  centre  of  a  line 
drawn  through  the  municipality  from 
the  north  to  the  south,  but  at  the 
present  time  the  greater  portion  of 
the  population  resides  In  the  south- 
ern areas,  which  were  rapidly  settled 
up  in  the  course  ot  the  four  years 
preceding  the  outbreak  of  war.  It 
to  the  view  of  the  school  board  that 
the  erection  of  a  High  School  will  be 
of  future  benefit,  as  the  edifice  will 
have  to  do  duty  at  a  time  when  the 
northern  areas  will  be  as  closely 
populated  as  the  district  south  of 
the  avenue. 

While  there  to  no  immediate  pres- 
sure on  High  School  accommodation. 
It  to  expected  that  by  the  end  of  next 
year  the  time  will  have  arrived  for 
the  placing  of  a  building  on  the  new- 
ly secured  site,  as  tjie  attendance  at 
the  public  schools  show  that  In  1920 
there  will  be  far  more  students 
applying  for  tuition  than  the  present 
quarters  will  accommodate.

Na- 
nalmo.  Senator  Barnard,  of  Victoria, 
was  also  present  at  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Stephens  acted  In  the  capacity  of  sec- 
retary and  last  evening  issued  a  state- 
ment covering  the  proceedings  of  the 
sessions. 

Asks  Ottawa's  Action 

The  opinion  of  the  conference  on 
the  question  of  increasing  pensions 
was  forwarded  last  evening  by  wire 
to  Hon.  Martin  Burrell,  Secretary  of 
State,  with  a  request  that  It  be  placed 
before  the  Federal  Cabinet  and  the 
necessity  of  prompt  action  thereon 
Impressed  upon  the  members  of  that 
body. 

"We  feel  convinced  of  the  Inade- 
quacy of  the  pensions  being  paid," 
said  Mr.  Stevens  last  night.  "Recog- 
nising the  possibility .  of  the  present 
legislation  being  amended,  we  suggest 
that  by  the  granting  of  a  War  bonus 
to  cover  the  intervening  period  be- 
tween the  das>  of  the  existing  legis- 
lation and  the  time  when  Parliament 
shall  sanction  an  Increase,  we  will  be 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  case." 

On  the  great  question  of  demobili- 
zation and  the  many  phases  thereof 
the  conference,  Mr.  Stephens  stated, 
was  unanimous  in.  the  opinion  that 
what  has  been  decided  upon  to  date 
does  not  provide  sufficient  protection 
for  the  interests  of  the  returning  men, 
that  there  Is  too  much  indeflntteness 
and  vagueness. 

"We  are  asking  that  the  Govern- 
ment shall  provide  for  the  retention 
of  the  man  in  the  service,  with  the 
usual  pay  and  allowances,  until  such 
time  as  he  can  properly  be  absorbed 
into  civil  lite.  We  are  not  agreeable 
that  men  shall  be  discharged  until 
there  are  positions  ready  for  them 
'  and  they  are  fit  to  occupy  such  posi- 
tions." 

Co-Operatlon        • 

An  Important  phase  of  the  demob- 
ilisation question  was  discussed  when 
the  measures  as  now  planned  were  un- 
der consideration.  The  conference 
unaimoualy  felt  that  there  must  be 
provided  immediately  some  definite 
authority  in  this  and  the  other  Pro- 
vinces to  deal  with  the  returned  sol- 
dier problems,  an  authority  possessed 
of  power  to  act  on  the  spot.  At  pres- 
ent, Mr.  Stevens  said,  the  members 
of  the  conference  feel  there  appears 
to  be  a  lack  of  information  and  guid- 
ance for  the  returned  men,  and  it  is 
most  desirable  that  there  should  be 
the  fullest  possible  co-operation  be- 
tween the  returned  men  and  the  Gov- 
ernments In  solving  the  problems.  To 
this  end  Mr.  Stevens  was  instructed 
to  communicate  with  the  Provincial 
Government  and  assure  it  of  the  de- 
sire of  the  Federal  members  to  in 
every  why  co-operate  In  all  schemes 
for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  soldier 
and  asking  it  to  favor  the  Federal 
members  with  its  decisions  based  upon 
th«  recent  conference  at  Ottawa  which 
Is  reported  as  having  arranged  a  pro- 
gramme of  co-operation  between  the 
Federal  and  Provincial  Governments. 

The  authoritative  body  suggested 
for  each  province  would  be  composed. 
It  was  suggested,  of  representatives  of 
the  Federal  and  Provincial  Govern- 
ments and  returned  soldiers  and 
would  not  only  have  authority  to  deal 
with  but  also  to  carry  into  effect 
measures  required  to  perfect  plane  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  returned 
men.  If  necessary  It  would  have 
power  to  appoint  representatives  in 
the  various  centres  of  the  province  to 
more  adequately  carry  out  its  plans. 
"The  conference  was  unanimous  In 
its  desire  to  co-operate  in  every  pos- 
sible manner  with  the  governments 
and  soldiers  to  the  end  thai  the  best 
possible  conditions  may  be  created 
for  our  returned  men,"  said  Mr. 
Stevens.  "There  was  a  total  absence 
of  any  suggestion  of  party  politics  and 
nothing  of  that  kind  engaged  our  at- 
tention. Our  whole  desire  to  to  carry 
on  the  programme  upon  which  the 
Union  Government  was  elected  and  to 
support  such  further  measures  as 
may  be  enacted  In  the  best  Interests 
of  the  country  In  tbe  reconstruction 
period."

Th.  bout  between  Seaman  Mitchell, 
U.S.N.,  and  Sergeant  Instructor  Mil- 
ler was  an  exciting  one.  Miller  was 
on  the  offensive  all  the  time,  and, 
though  In  the  third  round  Mitchell 
floored  him.  Miller  gained  th.  ver- 
dict on  points.

Attempting  one  of  the  most  difficult 
salvage  feats  In  th.  history  of  Pacific 
Coast  shipping,  W.  T.  Cleverdon,  of 
San  Francisco,  and  associates,  within 
th.  next  few  days  will  make  an  effort 
to  raise  the  full-rigged  sailing  ship  A. 
J.  Fuller,  of  the  Northwestern  Fisher- 
ies Company  fleet,  which  was  rammed 
and  sunk  In  Seattle  harbor  by  the 
Japanese  steamship  Mexico  Maru  In  a 
heavy  fog  October  30. 

The  A.  J.  Fuller  carried  with  her  to 
the  bottom  of  the  bay  a  cargo  of  48,- 
ooo  cases  of  canned  salmon  and  4,000 
barrels  of  salt  fish,  valued  at  approxi- 
mately $100,000,  which  Cleverdon  ex- 
pected to  recover,  recondition  and 
make  ready  for  market  Th.  ship  Is 
worth  at  least  $150,000,  making  a 
total  of  three-quarters  of  a  million 
dollars  the  rich  prise  sought  by  the 
salvage  expert. 

"As  I  have  not  patented  the  equip- 
ment I  will  us.,  I  am  not  willing  to 
make  public  the  system  to  be  employ- 
ed In  raising  the  Fuller,"  said  Clever- 
don yesterday.  "However.  I  am  cer- 
tain that  I  can  get  the  ship  up  and 
salvage  the  vessel  and  her  cargo." 

Cleverdon  plans  to  beach  the  Fuller 
on  the  north  and  of  Harbor  Island  and 
erect  a  reconditioning  plant,  where 
th.  canned  salmon  will  be  placed  In 
retorts  immediately  after  being  taken 
from  the  ship.  Hs  expects  to  keep 
the  salmon  under  water  until  he  Is 
ready  to  remove  It  to,  the  recondi- 
tioning plant 

Begins   Assembling   Plant 

Although  the  wreck  was  definitely 
located  some  tune  ago,  Cleverdon 
made  additional  soundings  In  the  bay 
yesterday  and  began  the  assembling

The  Fuller  is  a  wooden  ship  of  1,848 
gross  and  1,673  net  tons  register. 
229.3  feet  long,  41.5  feet  beam  and 
17.8  feet  depth  of  hold.  8he  was 
built  In  Bath.  Me.,  in  1881. 

Cleverdon  has  been  very  successful 
salving  vessels  wrecked  on  the  Califor- 
nia coast.  He  recently  recovered  the 
boilers  and  other  equipment  of  th. 
steamship  Bear,  lost  In  June,  1916, 
near  Cape  Mendocino.

Sir, — A  leading  clergyman  of  Pasa- 
dena, California,  recently  gave  utter- 
ance to  a  very  vigorous  protest  against 
the  health  authorities  of  that  city  for 
the  action  taken  by  that  body  In  clos- 
ing the  churches.

and    restaurants,    department    stores, 
shops,    etc.,    are  permitted  to    receive 
their  usual  Jama  of  every-day  human- 
ity,  but  a     roomy,     wall     ventilated 
church   (schoolroom)   must  be  closed 
to  prevent  the  spread  of     the     con- 
tagion!    Surely  "a  Daniel  (has)  come

would  look  as  If  their  best  Judgmeat 
might  be  slightly  Improved  upon. 
They  evidently  think  that  school 
children  like  a  holiday  at  any  time. 
This  was  not  the  case  with  the 
students  of  our  high  sehoel,  for  when 
i  the  order  came  for  this  second  clos- 
ing many  expressions  of  regret  were 
heard  on  all  sides. 

In  fast  the  work  of  our  high  school 
this  year  Is  likely  to  prove  a  good 
deal  of  a  tragedy.

PART  Of  LIBRARY  IN 

LABOR  PROGRAMME 


Rev,  Wm.  Stevenson  Speaks 
of  Interesting  Phase — Mr, 
W.  E.  Henry,  Addresses 
Association. 


The  part  of  the  library  in  the 
Labor  programme  wee  the  theme  of 
an  edifying;  address  by  Rev.  William 
Stevenson  before  the  meeting  of  the 
B.  C.  Library  Association  at  its  closing 
session  Monday  evening. 

"The  Labor  programme  embraces 
the  principles  of  reconstruction,"  said 
Mr.  Stevenson.  "It  la  the  offspring 
partly  of  war  conditions  and  partly 
of  the  general  evolutionary  movement 
which  has  been  going  forward  in  the 
relatione  between  capital  and  labor. 
The  war  has  revealed  many  weak 
spots  In-  the  structure  of  society. 
Hence  the  cry  for  reconstruction." 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  the 
difficulties  of  reconstruction  were 
enormous  and  very  different  from  the 
ordinary  conception  entertained  by 
people  forming  organizations.  He 
quoted  J.  A.  Hobson,  of  London,  Eng- 
land, to  show  that  the  problem  of 
reconstruction  did  not  centre  round 
the  "getting  of  Jobs  for  returned 
soldiers  or  petty  schemes  of  land 
settlement  and  the  establishment  of 
labor  bureaus  over  the  whole  coun- 
try." Something  more  drastic,  more 
radical,  was  required  if  the  nations 
were  to  profit  by  the  lessons  of  the 
war. 

Four    Principles 

The  official  document  of  the  Labor 

Party  set  forth  four  great  principles 

or  Ideals.     These  the  speaker  set  out: 

First,  the  universal  enforcement  of 

the  national  minimum. 

Second,  the  democratic  control  of 
Industry. 

Third,  the  revolution  of  national 
finance. 

Fourth,  that  surplus  wealth  be  used 
for  the  common  weal. 

These  points  were  further  elaborat- 
ed. The  universal  enforcement  of  the 
national  minimum  meant  the  securing 
to  every  member  of  the  community. 
In  good  times  and  bad  alike,  all  that 
was  requisite  for  healthy  citizenship. 
"When  this  programme  is  realised 
we  shall  no  longer  hear  of  the  child 
of  the  alums,  of  the  awful  wastage  of 
Infant  life  as  in  the  States,  when  dur- 
ing ten  years'  time  three  millions  of 
the  children  born  did  not  reach  the 
age  of  one  year,"  elaborated  Mr. 
Stevenson.  "In  England  nearly  200,- 
000  per  annum  was  the  death  rate 
of  infanta  who  did  not  reach  the  age 
of  one  year." 

Referring  to  the  second  point,  Mr. 
Stevenson  stated  that  this  principle 
of  democratic  control  of  industry  in- 
volved the  national  ownership  and 
administration  of  railways,  canals, 
harbors,  roads,  telegraph  and  shipping 
services.  It  involved  the  control  of 
Industry  by  the  workers  themselves 
and  no  longer  by  the  capitalists  and 
profiteers. 

Revolution  In  national  finance 
meant  that  the  labour  party  stood  for 
such  a  system  of  taxation  as  would 
yield  all  necessary  revenue  for 
the  Government  without  encroaching 
on  the  prescribed  national  minimum 
There  would  be  no  hampering  of  pro- 
duction or  discouragement  of  any 
useful  effort. 

The  plan  for  the  use  of  surplus 
wealth  for  the  common  weal  would 
mean  the  taking  of  the  surplus 
national  wealth  to  make  provision 
for  the  sick  and  Infirm.  Also  out  of 
this  surplus  provision  would  be  made 
for  scientific  Investigation  and  the 
promotion  of  the  arts,  music,  litera- 
ture, etc.,  and  the  general  happiness 
of  the  people. 

One  thing  Mr.  Stevenson  particu- 
larly emphasised:  In  this  scheme  It  is 
sought  to  unite  in  one  party  all 
classes,  both  men  and  women,  on  the 
basis  of  their  common  Interests  in 
good  government  and  In  democratic 
control  of  all  the  activities  of  society 
The  professional  classes  are  included 
quite  as  much  as  the  manual  laborer. 
Public  Library 
"For  what  has  been  said  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  is  a  possibility  of 
Imense  service  in  the  power  of  the 
public  library.  No  other  Institution 
In  the  city  can  give  the  particular 
service  In  this  respect  that  the 
library  can.  The  universities  cannot, 
because  they  are  hampered  with 
traditionalism  and  up  to  the  present 
represent  class  interests.  The  church 
cannot  do  it,  because  it  has  ceased  to 
appeal  to  the  great  mass  of  the  people, 
especially  to  the  workers.  The  public 
library  is  the  beat,  the  greatest,  the 
only  institution  that  can  serve  in  an 
intelligent  direction  the  great  labor 
movement  of  which  we  speak." 

The  subject  Involved  in  this  labor 
programme,  Mr.  Stevenson  went  on, 
had  to  do  with  every  branch  of 
economic,  industrial  and  social  life. 
If  the  libraries  were  to  help  there 
must  be  an  immediate  and  larger  in- 
crease in  this  department  of  litera- 
ture. The  question  would  probably  be 
raised:  How  far  should  the  public 
library  go  in  providing  literature  of 
the  kind  called  for  7  Should  they  ask 
for  the  service  of  a  censor?  Person- 
ally, the  speaker  maintained,  he  would 
stand  for  absolute  freedom  of  utter- 
ance, and  would  include  In  the  library 
works  of  every  kind  that  attempted 
to  deal  with  social  and  economic 
problems.     He  quoted  Carlyle: 

"I  will  allow  a  thing  to  struggle 
for  Itself  In  this  world  with  any  sword 
or  tongue  or  implement  It  has  or  can 
lay  hold  of.  We  will  let  it  preach 
and  pamphleteer  and  fight  and  to  the 
uttermost  bestir  Itself  and  do,  beak 
and  claws,  whatsoever  ia  in  it;  very 
sure  that  it  will.  «h  the  long  run.  con- 
quer  nothing  which  does  not  deserve 
to  ee  conquered." 

To  Bo  Represented 
"I  should  like  to  suggest  that  a 
representative  of  labor  be  on  the 
Library  Commission,  and  further,  that 
Instead  of  the  Mayor  making  the 
appointments  of  these  commissioners 
that  they  should  be  elected  directly 
by  the  people.  The  public  library  la 
of  as  much  Importance  as  the  City 
Council  or  the  school  board,  and  I  do 
not  see  why  they  (the  commissoners) 
should  be  selected  In  a  private  way." 

Experts  in  mechanics  and  sociology 
should  be  employed  with  the  duty  of 
making  recommendations  in  the  way 
of  books.  Then*  men  might  also  be  of 
service  in  setting  forth  prescribed 
courses  of  study  In  mechanics  for 
students.  The  speaker  also  hoped 
the  day  would  come  when  lectureships 
would  be  established  in  connection 
with  the  libraries,  with  the  Idea  of 
giving  direction  to  the  people's  studlee 
and  courses  of  reading.

legislation,  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
you  have  as  nearly  as  possible  achiev- 
ed the  ideal."  eald  Mr.  W.  B.  Henry. 
librarian  from  the  University  of 
Washington  at  Seattle. 

Mr.  Henry  spoke  of  the  general 
principles  of  good  libraries,  their 
service  to  the  community,  and  the 
ideal  which  they  sought.  Libraries 
and  education  could  not  bo  looked  at 
aeparately.  They  were  one  and  the 
aame  thing.  The  church,  the  school, 
the  library— these  were  all  essential 
educational  institutions — particularly 
the  school  and  the  library.  The  only 
distinction  between  them  was  that  In 
the  one  case  the  education  was  under 
the  direction  of  another  person  at  the 
public  expense,  while  In  the  other 
the  man  educated  himself  at  the 
public  expense.  The  library  carried 
on  from  where  the  school  left  off. 

Incidentally  Mr.  Henry  remarked 
that  It  was  doubtful  wisdom  to  teach 
an  individual ,  to  read  unless  he  was 
taught  how  and  what  to  read.  In  the 
library  they  were  trying  to  gather  to- 
gether those  things  which  represented 
the  world's  experience.  Books  were 
the  experiences  of  the  writers.  The 
purpose  of  the  library  was  to  gather 
the'  experiences  of  the  past  world 
together  and  make  them  easily  avail- 
able to  the  present  world,  so  that  each 
generation  might  stand  on  the  shoul- 
ders of  that  which  has  gone  before 
No  single  generation  or  person  has 
time  in  his  own  life  to  acquire  the 
experiences  of  all  preceding  genera- 
tions. Through  books,  alone  could  he 
touch  such  range  of  experience. 
Books  reached  more  people  than  any 
other  form  of  expression. 

"One  reason  why  people  leave  the 
rural  districts  is  because  they  live  In 
such  poverty  of  spirit  that  they  will 
do  almost  anything  to  get  away  from 
It,"  said  Mr.  Henry  in  introducing  the 
suggestion  that  here  the  rural  library 
was  to  serve  a  great  social  need. 
Through  the  Library  Bill  which  they 
had  under  consideration  at  that  meet- 
ing they  could  reach  the  people  In 
these  remote  districts  in  British 
Columbia.  In  the  States  they  had  the 
same  problem  of  carrying  books  to  the 
country  districts. 

"But  all  the  library  systems  ,  In 
creation  will  not  solve  the  problem  if 
the,  people  are  not  ready  for  the 
change,"  he  warned.  "You  people 
are  Just  on  the  verge  of  having  a 
machine  that  will  give  books  to  every- 
one. The  success  or  failure  of  your 
move  will  not  be  found  in  your  law, 
but  much  will  depend  on  the  enthusi- 
asm, patience,  skill  and  Infinite  tact 
of  your  superintendent  of   libraries." 

He  had  heard  a  definition  of  the 
ideal  teacher  as  a  teacher  who  made 
himself  useless — because  through 
being  such  a  perfect  instructor  the 
pupil  no  longer  required  his  assist- 
ance. So  with  the  librarian. 
Other  Speakers 

Other  speakers  during  the  evening 
were  Mies  Cann,  of  the  High  School 
staff,  who  foresaw  in  the  improved 
library  conditions  which  would  spring 
from  the  exercise  of  the  proposed 
Library  Law  improved  facilities  for 
the  drawing  together  of  the  teachers 
of  the  Province. 

Rev.  Robt.  Con'nell,  representing 
the  reading  public  of  Victoria,  in- 
dicated the  great  facilities  for  uplift 
and  education  which  lay  in  the  public 
library.  In  technical  research  work 
and  study  it  could  be  of  particular 
value  to  the  student,  placing  within 
reach  of  readers  books  which  none 
but  the  man  of  means  otherwise 
would  be  enabled  to  have  access  to 
In  this  connection  Mr.  Connell  refer- 
red to  the  practical  value  which  books 
on  geology,  mining  and  other  subjects 
of  the  kind  were  to  the  man  engaged 
In  Industries  associated  with  these 
things.  Money  spent  on  the  public 
libraries  was  one  of  the  best  Invest- 
ments which  a  people  could  make. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speakers  of 
the  evening  was  conveyed  from  the 
meeting  through  Miss  Stewart,  who 
was  herself  thanked  for  presiding 
before  the  session  adjourned.

11.— (Canadian 
Press  Dispatch  via  Reuter's)—  For- 
mer Food  Controller  Clynes,  In  a  let- 
ter to  the  press,  says  that  the  world's 
food  supply  must  still,  tor  the  time, 
give  ground  for  anxiety.  The  enemy 
stripped  many  occupied  provinces  of 
their  food  supplies.

Prohibition  Commissioner  W.  C. 
Flndlay,  who  was  appointed  to  the 
'office  in  1917  when  the  Prohibition  Act 
came  into  force  and  effect,  was  yes- 
terday by  Order-ln-Council  relieved  of 
his  duties.  Co-Incident  with  his  dis- 
missal a  warrant  was  Issued  by  the 
Attorney-General  charging  Mr.  Flnd- 
lay with  unlawfully  Importing  Into 
British  Columbia  a  carload  of  rye 
whiskey,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Federal  Order-ln-Councll  which 
came  Into  effect  on  April  1  last  and 
which  prohibits,  except  for  certain  pur- 
poses, importations  of  liquor  Into  any 
province  for  the  period  of  the  war.  Mr. 
Flndlay  left  for  Vancouver  on  Tuesday 
night. 

Deputy  Attorney-General  A.  M. 
Johnson  was  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council  as  Prohibition  Commis- 
sioner, an  office  he  will  hold  until  a 
successor  to  Mr.,  Flndlay  to  named. 

The  action  which  culminated  yester- 
day in  Attorney -General  Karris,  under 
whose  jurisdiction  falls  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Prohibition  Act,  bringing 
to  the  attention  of  his  Cabinet  con- 
freres the  Flndlay  case  and^he  Issu- 
ance of  the  warrant,  has  been  under 
advisement  of  the  law  officer  of  the 
Crown  for  some  days.  A  full  Investiga- 
tion wUl  be  made  by  the  Attorney- 
General's   department. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  Mi*. 
Flndlay,  In  his  capacity  of  Prohibition 
Commissioner,  to  order  supplies  of 
liquor  from  eastern  points  tor  sale  at 
the  Government  stores.  Such  orders- 
are  permitted  under  the  federal  regu- 
lations. In  the  case  in  point  It  to  al- 
leged the  car  lot  never  reached  the 
Government,  and  that  hence  its  Impor- 
tation was  contrary  to  the  law.  What 
became  of  the  Ilquorand  to  whom  It 
found  Its  way  are  matters  now  being 
probed  by  the  authorities.

PARTY  IS  COMING 


Baron  Kondo,  Head  of  Nippon 
Yusen  Kaisha,  Among  Those 
Who  Left  Japan  for  Victoria 
en  Route  to  France. 


When  the  bis;  N.T.K.  liner  Bum 
Marti  readies  Victoria  some  Urns 
next  week  she  will  carry  a  party  of 
Japan's  most  distinguished  public 
men  and  Industrial  leaders.  It  was 
announced  yesterday-  that  the  vessel 
will  in  all  probability  bring  Japan's 
delegates  to  the  inter-Allied  peace 
conference    at   Versaillea,  ' 

The  party  will  Include  Marquis  T. 
Saionji.  chief  pesce  delegate  ;  K. 
Maklno;  Baron  Rempei  Kondo,  pres- 
ident and  managing  director  of  the 
powerful  Nippon  Tusen  Kalaha,  and 
a  group  of  Japanese  business  men. 

The  Far  Eastern  peaee  delegates  were 
scheduled  to  leave  Toklo  yesterday  for 
Europe,  and  It  Is  believed  that  they 
will  come  across  the  Pacific  on  their 
way   to    France. 

Baron  Kondo,  looked  upon  as  one 
of  Japan's  outstanding  men  and  the 
undisputed  king  of  the  Oriental  ship- 
ping world,  will  look  after  the  ship- 
ping Interests  of  Japan  at  the  peace 
conference  and  will  have  with  him 
as  adviser*  men  prominent'  in  the 
business  affairs  of  the  empire.  He 
was  elected  president  'of  the  Nippon 
Tusen  Kaisha  In  189S,  succeeding  the 
late  T.  Yoshlkawa.  At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  big  ship  corporation 
an  effort  was  made  by  a  group  of 
stockholders  to  unseat  him,  but  the 
baron  proved  too  powerful  to  be 
shaken. 

The  Sows  Mara,  on  which  the 
party  will  make  the  transpacific  voy- 
age is  the  biggest  of  the  N.Y.K.  fleet. 
She  Is  a  sister  ship  to  the  Fushlml 
Maru  snd  made  her  first  passage  to 
this  coast  about  a  year  ago,  she  hav- 
ing been  previously  engaged  In  the 
Mediterranean  trade,  the  far  west- 
ern port  of  call  being  London.

Captain  O.  Manning,  veteran  South 
Sea  skipper  and  recently  the  master 
of  the  five-masted  auxiliary  schooner 
Jean  Steadman,  built  by  the  Cam- 
eron-Genoa Mills  Shipbuilders,  Ltd.. 
has  decided  to  join  the  United  States 
merchant  marine.  He  has  been  as- 
signed as  master  of  the  United  States 
Shipping  Board's  wooden  steamer 
Brookdale,  built  at  Gray's  Harbor, 
Wash. 

Captain  Manning  recently  per- 
formed the  remarkable  feat  of 
bringing  his  ship  safely  into  port 
after  logging  9.000  miles  with  a  Jury 
rudder.  A  few  months  ago  he  was 
given  command  of  the  motor-ship 
Jean  Steadman,  one  of  the  first  ves- 
sels to  be  completed  at  the  Victoria 
yards.  He  took  her  to  Australia  on 
her  maiden  trip,  and  after  leaving 
Sydney  for  Vancouver  encountered 
terrific  gales,  which  succeeded  one 
another  with  hardly  a  respite  for 
a  whole  month. 

Difficulties  were  increased  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  Jean  Steadman 
carried  a  big  deck  load  of  800  casks 
of  cocoanut  oil,  200  tons  of  tallow 
and  200  cases  of  honey.  The  hold 
was  crammed  full  of  wheat,  making 
all  told  a  cargo  worth  considerably 
more  than  the  ship.  The  ship's 
rudder  and  headgear  were  carried 
away  in  the  storm,  much  of  the  gear 
was  lost  and  the  deckload  was  a 
menace  to  the  safety  of  the  vessel. 

While  the  sea  was  still  running 
high  a  Jury  rudder  was  rigged  up 
and'  Captain  Manning  completed  the 
Journey  of  9,000  miles  Into  Vancouver 
Without  help. 

The  Jean  Steadman  has  now  been 
In  drydock  for  about  six  weeks  and 
in  the  meantime  has  been  sold  to 
French  Interests.  Captain  Manning 
was  formerly  secretary  of  the  Mer- 
chant Service  Guild  In  Australia.  He 
is  an  old  friend  of  Captain  Richard 
Perry,  another  Australian,  who  has 
been  assigned  to  command  the  French 
power  schooner  Vallly.  Captain  Perry 
sailed  ships  out  of  Sydney  for  many 
yeara      , 


PORTLAND.  Dec  11.— Six  wooden 
ships  now  under  construction  at  the 
yards  of  the  G.  M.  Standlfer  Con- 
struction Co.  here  probably  will  be 
affected  by  the  order  of  the  Shipping 
Board,  officials  of  the  company  said 
today.

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Bank 
of  Montreal  wu  featured  by  moat 
Importance  reference*  to  the  prob- 
lem* that  Canada  had  to  work  out 
during-  the  poet-bellum  period. 

The  announcement  came  at  a  most 
opportune  moment  aS  every  man- 
ufacturer and  bueinoM  man  of  Can- 
ada la  trying-  to  figure  out  how  the 
Dominion  le  gjsing  to  peas  through 
the  Inevitable  period  of  readjustment 
Sir  Vlnoent  Meredith,  the  President 
dealt  particularly  with  the  problem* 
Immediately  ahead  of  the  country. 
The  most  Important  Sir  Vlnoent 
pointed  out,  wae  how  the  country 
was  to  meet  the  Interest  on  the  vast 
debt  of  possibly  $1,000,000,000.  which 
would  exist  after  the  war.

A  levy  on  capital,  advocat- 
ed In  some  quarters,  must  only  result 
In  the  stifling  of  Individual  Incentive 
and  enterprise  and  th*  penalizing  of 
Industry,  oelf-denlSl  and  thrift.  Tax- 
ing capital  to  the  point  of  unemploy- 
ment In  industrial  enterprise  would 
Involve  unemployment  of  labour  and 
produce  serious  consequences.  If 
placed  principally  on  consumption, 
th*  burden  of  taxation  Is  distributed. 
With  .  the  cessation  of  hostilities, 
the  cancellation  of  munitions  con- 
tracts' has  begun  and  the  adaptation 
of    war    Industries    to    peace    condl- 

lions  will  doubtless  bring     about     a 

chock  with  possible  dislocation  of 
business  but  these  adverse  factors 
should  prove  transitory. 

If  Canada  Is  to  share  In  the  busi- 
ness opportunities  during  the  period 
of  reconstruction,  the 'Banks  must 
stand  ready  to  arrange  liberal  and 
probably  long  term  lines  of  credit 
providing  the  necessary  funds  from 
their  own  resources  or  availing  them- 
selves  of  rediscount  with  the  Do- 
minion  Government. 

As  the  war  ends,  all  signs  point  to 
a  great  demand  for  capital  for  re- 
construction, refunding  and  re* 
placement  purposes  and  Interest 
rates  in  consequence  will  In  all  pro- 
blllty  rule  high  for  some  time  to 
come. 

With  particular  reference  to  the 
affairs  of  the  Bank  Sir  Vincent  an- 
nounced that  the  distribution  to  the 
shareholders  would  now  take  the  form 
of  a  straight  dividend,  of  IS  per  cent 
per  annum.  Instead  of  a  dividend  of 
10  per  cent  and  a  bonus  of  2  per 
cent.  With  a  view  of  enabling  Can- 
ada to  be  closely  In  touch  with '  the 
affairs  In  France  during  the  period 
of  reconstruction  the  Bank  wss  also 
making  arrangements  for  the  open- 
ing of  a  branch  in  Paris. 

Sane  Financial  Policy  Needed 
Sir  Frederick  Williams-Taylor,  the 
General  Manager,  dealt  more  especi- 
ally with  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  business  of  the'  Bank  and 
financial  conditions  in  the  principal 
centres  of  the  world.  Sir  Frederick" 
pointed  out  that  never  was  a  time 
when  Canada  was  more  in  need  of 
sound  economic  thinking  and  sane 
-  financial  policy  as  at  present. .   . 

With  the  acquisition  of  th*  Bank 
of  British  North  America  the  re- 
sources of  the  Bank  now  totalled 
$658,411,040,  of  which  $84,408,288 
belonged  to  the  shareholders  and 
fB88.04l.202  was  entrusted  to  the 
care  of  the  Bank  by  the  public.  It 
was  worthy  of  note  that  the  Bank's 
*  total  assets  are  now  as  great  as  were 
the  combined  total  assets  of  all  the 
Canadian  Chartered  Banks  seventeen 
years  ago. 

The  uank  ever  kept  before  it  its 
duty  to  Its  depositors  and  share- 
holders. At  the  same  time  the 
Banks  had  a  further  duty,  na- 
tional in  nature,!  in  financing 
established  business  and  in  fostering 
th*  young  Industries  of  the  Dominion. 
For  these  various  purposes  the  power 
of  the  Bank  was  greater  than  ever 
before  while  Its  position  has  never 
been  stronger  or  more  elastic.  It  was 
of  Interest  to  point  out  that  Sshlle  the 
cost  of  everything  else  had  rls^n  the 
public  had,  paid  no  higher  rate  of 
interest  for  hanking  accommodation 
than  before  the  war. 

As  regards  th*  outlook  in  the  coun- 
try Sir  Frederick  said:— "It  will  bear 
repeating  that  Canada  possesses  aU 
the  attributes  of  a  great  nation,  ex- 
cepting population.  The  crying  nec- 
essity of  the  hour  Is  for  Increas- 
ed production.  This  cannot  be  fully 
achieved  without  Immigration.  We 
have  room  and  opportunity  for  many 
millions  of  termers  and  for  good 
class  of  labour  to  develop  our  miner- 
si  -wealth  and  our  fisheries  and  to 
convert  our  great  forests  Into  lumber 
and  Into  pulp  and  paper.  One  sure 
way  of  attracting  such  immigration 
IS  to  make  living  in  Canada  cheap. 
To  attain  this  object  there  must  be 
an  end  to  the  public  and  private  ex- 
travagance of  th*  past/' 

The   President's   Address 

Sir  Vlnoent  Meredith,  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  Report  of  the 
Directors  to  the  Shareholders,  Raid: 

At  a  special  meeting  of  th*  Share- 
holders of  this  Bank,  held  on  10th 
September,  your  permission  wss  ob- 
tained to  purchase  the  assets  and 
assume  the  liabilities  of  the  Bank  of 
British  North  America.  At  that  time 
the  nature  of  th*  transaction  and  the 
tetms  of  purchase  were  explained; 
these.  I  believe  aro  equitable  as  well 
as  advantageous  to  both  Banks. 

The  amalgamation  was  completed 
on  12th  October,  1I1S,  but  the  com- 
bined balance  sheet  showed  th*  new 
capital  and  rest-  and  undivided  pro- 
fits cannot  be  prepared  until  after 
the  expiration  of  four  months  from 
the  dste  of  taking  over,  as  the  agree- 
ment stipulated  the  shareholders  of 
th*  Bank  of  British  North  America 
should  have  that  period  in  which  to 
elect  whether  they  would  accept  **«h 
or  our  shares  in  exchange  tor  their 
holdings. 

Another  matter  that  has  engaged 
th*  attention  of  your  Directors  has 
seen  th*  distribution  of  proftta.  It 
ems  thought  th*  term  "bonus"  was 
out  of  harmony  with  existing  condi- 
tions. After  giving  the  matter  care- 
ful consideration  and  having  In  view 
the  fact  that  the  earning*  of  th* 
Bank  for  some  years  pest  hare  war- 


ranted the  payment  of  the  usual  10 
per  cent,  dividend  with  an  additional 
8  per  cent,  it  ha*  been  decided  that 
the  stock  should  be  placed  on  a  it 
per  cent,  basis,  effective  at  th*  next 
dividend   period. 

A  sum  of  $46,000  wss  donated  to 
patriotic  and  Red  Cross  Funds,  and 
I  know  the  action  of  your  Directors 
in  this  connection  has  your  approval. 
The  business  of  the  Bank  has  been 
well  maintained  during  the  year.  la 
view  of  possible  Government  finan- 
cing and  the  somewhat  uncertain 
outlook  at  heme  and  abroad,  we  have 
consistently  set  our  •  faces  against 
over-expansion  which  is  to  be  depre- 
cated under  existing  conditions. 
While  giving  our  customers  all  rea- 
sonable accommodation  required,  and 
taking  up  many  new  desirable  ac- 
counts, we  have  maintained  a  strong 
liquid  position,  continuing  a'  well- 
considered  policy  of  the  Bank;  a  pol- 
icy which  in  the  past  a*  now  has 
added  materially  to  the  stability  as 
well  a*  th*  credit  of  the  Bank  at 
home  and  abroad  and  of  Canadian 
finance  generally. 

Turning  to  British  Finance,  two 
outstanding  features  during  the  year 
were:  First,  the  success  of  the  sys- 
tem of  continuous  borrowing  by 
means  of  the  6  per  cent.  National 
War  Bonds,  which  were  made  avail- 
able to  Investors  at  all  times  on  ap- 
plication. This  plan  yielded  the  huge 
sum  of  £1,200,000,000  from  dally 
subscriptions  and  avoided  the  un- 
settling of  the  money  market  which 
invariably  attended  the  placing  of 
great  War  Loans.  Notwithstanding 
this  remarkable  response  of  the  in- 
vesting public  deposits  held  by  the 
Banks  In  England  are  actually  lar- 
ger than  a  year  ago. 

The  second  feature  is  the  amal- 
gamation of  eome  of  the  more  im- 
portant Banks  In  Great  Britain,  re- 
sulting in  a  closer  co-operation  be- 
tween the  Imperial  Treasury  and  the 
Banks  in  meeting  and  solving  the 
financial  problems  with  which  the 
country   was    faced. 

The  methods  adopted  by  the  Un- 
ited States  Government  In  connec- 
tion with  war  finances  are  so  well 
known  that  it  unnecessary  for  me 
to  make  reference  to  them  here,  or 
to  dwell  upon  the  success  which  has 
attended  the  loans  of  the  country. 
SUCCESS  OF  VICTORY  LOAN 
The  overwhelming  *u%cess  of  Can- 
ada's Victory  Loan,  1018,  again  ev- 
idences the  loyal  and  patriotic  spirit 
of  our  people  and  enables  the  Min- 
ister of  Finance  to  extend  material 
assistance,  should  It  be  required,  to 
the  Imperial  or  Allied  Governments, 
in  the  interest  of  Canada's  trade. 
The  oversubscription  of  the  Loan  Is 
an  index  of  the  sound  financial  con- 
dition of  th*  country  and  of  th*  abil- 
ity of  the  people  to  cope  with  what- 
ever  situation    may   occur. 

During  the  year  under  review  the 
foreign  trade  of  Canada  has  been  on 
a  descending  seal*.  That  trade 
amounted  to  $2,088,404,000  in  the  ten 
calendar  months  of  last  year  to  Octo- 
ber 8 1st,  while  this  year  the  value  Is 
for  the  same  period.  $1,768,786,000. 
The  decrease  has  occurred  principally 
in  the  value  of  agricultural  products 
I  and  manufactures  exported;  in  th* 
case  of,  th*  former,  because  of  a  less 
bountiful  harvest,  and  of  the  latter, 
because  of  the  completion  of  muni- 
tion orders.  The  figures,  however, 
reflect  a  trade  Immensely  greater  In 
value  than  In  the  pre-war  period  and 
Indicate  the  source  of  the  commercial 
prosperity  .the  country  has  had.  Tak- 
ing the  ten  months  'period,  there  was 
in  181>  an  excess  of  exports  over  im- 
ports of  $841,000,000.  and  In  this 
corresponding  period  this  year  the 
excess  Is  $842,860,000,  a  decline  of  a 
hundred  million  dollars,  but  the  bal- 
ance remained  large,  and  while  the 
export  of  munitions  will  shortly  cease, 
that  of  agricultural  products  should 
b*  at  least  maintained  and  probably 
Increased  In  the  future.  In  the  ten 
months  p'erlod.  Import*  were  $870,- 
780.000  and  exports  $1,211,702,000  In 
1017,  as  against  imports  of  $760,212,- 
000  and  exports  of  $1, 002. 572, 000  In 
the   corresponding   period   this  year. 

Business  generally  has  been  active 
and  profitable,  as  banking  accounts 
abundantly  attest,  not*  circulation, 
deposits  and  loans  being  unprece- 
dentedly  large.  As  an  adequate  sup- 
ply of  raw  materials  again  becomes 
available,  It  Is  reasonable  to  expect 
an  extension  of  manufacturing  oper- 
ations, and  In  the  necessary  small 
stocks  In  merchants'  hands,  there  is 
assurance  of  a  good  demand  for  mill 
products,  even  though  the  expectation 
of  a  recession  in  prices  may  prompt 
caution  in  purchasing. 
WILL    ESTABLISH    AGENCY     IN 

PARIS 
The  question  of  opening  branches 
In  foreign  countries  to  participate  In 
the  business  that  may  arise  In  con- 
nection with  reconstruction  require- 
ments abroad  is  one  that  has  re- 
ceived considerable  attention  from 
your  Directors.  Following  the  policy 
of  many  English  Banks,  we  have 
deemed  It  prudent  to  refrain  from 
establishing  branches  at  points  far 
afield  where  Canadian  capital  would 
be  required  in  local  and  possibly 
competitive  Industries,  preferring 
rather  to  strengthen  and  extend  our 
relations  with  foreign  banking  houses 
and  to  retain  their  good-will,  thereby 
conserving  our  resource*  for  the  as- 
sistance and  encouragement  of  home 
trade.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be 
wall  to  mention  that  w*  propose  pre- 
sently to  establish  an  Agency  of  the 
Bank  In  Paris,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
loaning  Canadian  funds,  but  to  sup- 
ply necessary  banking  facilities  to 
Canadians  travelling  abroad  and  to 
further  the  Interests  of  Canada  gen- 
erally  In   France. 

The  harvest  la  Canada,  while  not 
a*  bountiful  as  we  have  reaped  in 
past  years,  has  on  the  whole  been 
satisfactory.  Estimates  from  author- 
itative sources  place  Oho  yield  of 
wheat  from  the  three  pralrl*  pro- 
vince* at  160,000.000  bushels,  and  from 
the  whole  of  Canada  at  approximate- 
ly 200,000,000  bushels,  a  large  propor- 
tion of  which  is  high  grade.  Saskat- 
chewan.-and  more  particularly  Al- 
berta. Suffered  somewhat  through 
damage  by  drought  and  frost,  but  la 
Manitoba  a  full  average  has  been 
reaped,  with  an  exceptionally  good 
barley  crop. 

ImmltrtUnn.    uoon    which      th*  te> 
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largely  depends,  has  boon  of  a«  some- 
what negligible  qauntlty  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  war.  although  a 
number  of  experienced  farmers,  with 
each  capital,  have  come  Into  th* 
West  from  the  United  tSates. 

The  total  number  of  Immigrants 
from  foreign  countries  of  necessity 
has  not  been  large.  The  immi- 
grants entering  Canada  during  1016- 
17  numbered  87,000,  of  whom  78.000 
came  from  the  United  States.  In 
1017-18  the  total  Immigration  was 
66,000,  of  Whom  46,000  came  from  the 
United  States.  The  reduction  in  1017- 
1$  is  no  doubt  tn  a  large  measure 
due  to  the  entry  of  the  United  States 
Into  the  war  and  the  subsequent 
draft  regulations. 

It  1«  confidently  expected  that ,  w* 
shall  receive  a  large  influx  from  that 
country  to  our  Weetern  Province* 
with  the  return  of  peace  conditions, 
as  the  superior  fertility  of  these 
lands  1*  becoming  more  widely  re- 
cognised; but  I  am  knot  so  sanguine 
In  regard  to  settlers  from  Great  Bri- 
tain and  foreign  countries,  where 
th*  difficulties  of  transportation  will 
be  an  adverse  factor,  although  prob- 
ably loss  serious  than  anticipated. 
There  Is  also  the  possibility  that 
some  restraint  may  be  placed  on  in- 
tending emigrants  by  their  home 
Governments  for  some  time  to  come 
Notwithstanding  this,  however,  I  feel 
Canada  will  attract  and  receive  a 
very  considerable  Immigration  In  the 
not  distant  future. 

The  debt  of  Canada  after  the  war 
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$1,800,000,000  and,  with  other  capital 
obligations,  may  exceed  that  amount. 
How  th*  Interest  on  this  vast  sum  is 
to  be  met  is  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant of  the  many  and  complex  after- 
the-war  problems  we  shall  have  to 
solve.  Increased  production  will  re- 
lieve us  of  a  portion  of  our  burden 
and  this,  with  strict  economy  and 
growing  population,  will  in  time  ad- 
Just  our  difficulties. 

POLICY  OF  TAXATION 
Taxation  cannot  easily  be  lessened 
and  may  be  Increased.  -  A  levy  on 
capital,  advocated  in  seme  quarters, 
must  only  result  in  the  stifling  of  in- 
dividual Incentive  and  enterprise, 
and  the  penalising  of  industry,  self- 
denial  and  thrift.  Taxing  capital 
to  the  point  of  unemployment  in  in- 
dustrial enterprise  would  Involve  un- 
employment of  labor  and  produce 
serious  consequences.  If  placed 
principally  on  consumption,  the  bur- 
den of  taxation  is  distributed.  In 
this  connection,  It  may  be  pointed 
out  that  comparison,  frequently 
made,  of  our  taxation  with  that  of 
Great  Britain  ignores  the  incidence 
of  customs  duties,  restricted  In  Great 
Britain  but  supplying  a  large  part 
of  the  public  revenue  of  Canada. 

The  war  which  has  convulsed  the 
world  for  over  four  years  has  now 
happily  ended  in  a  glorious  victory 
for  Great  Britain  and  her  Allies. 
'During  that  long  period  of  conflict, 
we  have  experienced  anxieties,  but 
we  are  now  assured  of  a  peace  such 
as  we  have  so  confidently  anticipat- 
ed and  for  which  our  gallant  men 
have  so  valorously  and  successfully 
striven. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities, 
the  cancellation  of  munitions  con- 
tracts has  begun  and  the  adaptation 
of  war  industries  to  peace  condi- 
tions will  doubtless  bring  about  a 
check,  with  possible  dislocation  of 
business  and  displacement  of  labor, 
but  these  adverse  factors,  I  believe, 
will  prove  transitory. 

Manufacturers  wHo  have  conserv- 
ed their  resources'  during  war-time 
prosperity  and  have  taken  advantage 
Of  this  prosperity  to  become  effi- 
ciently equipped,  should  be  In  a  posi- 
tion promptly  to  adapt  their  organ- 
isations to  peace  requirements,  and 
to  take  advantage  of  an  onrush  of 
business  during  the  reconstruction 
period. 

PREPARING  FOR  POST-BELLUM 
PERIOD. 
Already  much  preparatory  work 
of  practical  value  to  meet  post  hel- 
ium requirements  has  been  under- 
taken by  pther  countries,  and  with 
wise  foresight,  the  organisation  of 
strong  central  bodlee,  equipped  with 
large  powers,  has  been  encouraged, 
to  link  up  the  great  manufacturing 
industries,  the  promotion  of  scienti- 
fic and  Industrial  research  and  the 
employment  of  a  competent  Intellig- 
ence 8taff  to  seek  out  new  markets 
abroad. 

We  in  Canada  have  embarked  on 
a  shipbuilding  programme  of  con- 
siderable magnitude,  .a  first  import- 
ant step  in  preparedness.  If  oper- 
ated on  business  lines,  as  I  feel  sure 
It  will  be,  the  capital  expenditure 
will  be  amply  Justified.  The  action 
taken  by  our  Government  in  ap- 
pointing a  Trade  Commission  to 
provide  employment  for  the  increas- 
ed tonnage  that  will  soon  be  avail- 
able, and  to  secure  for  Canada  a 
full  share  of  the  large  and  urgent 
demand*  of  the  devastated  countries 
Tor  reconstruction  and  replacement 
purpose*  as  well  as  for  food  stuffs, 
Is  a  further  step  In  preparedness, 
and  Is  to  be  commended.  ' 

Owing  to  the  financial  straits  of 
these  countries  In  consequence  of 
war's  devastation,  requisite  credits 
to  meet  the  unusual  demands,  "esti- 
mated for  France  alone  At  Fes.  60  - 
000,000,000,  must  be  provided.  if 
Canada  Is  to  share  in  the  business 
opportunities,  and  In  order  that  our 
present  prosperity  may  be  continued, 
the  Banks  must  stand  ready  to  ar- 
range liberal  and  probably  long-term 
lines  of  credit,  providing  the  neces- 
sary funds  from  their  own  resourcee, 
or  availing  themselves  of  the  privi- 
lege of  rediscount  with  the  Dominion 
Government. 

Should  theee  facilities  prove  un- 
equal to  th*  demands  whloh  may  be 
made  upon  them,  I  feel  sure  the 
Minister  of  Finance,  with  the  sound 
Judgment  he  has  displayed  in  finan- 
cial affairs,  to  the  advantage  of  the 
country  during  the  war,  will  not 
hesitate  to  supply  adequate  financial 
assistance.  In  the  same  manner  In 
which  Imperial  Government  credits 
for  purchasing  In  this  country  were 
established  during  the  war.  I© 
doing  so.  he  will  be  fully  justified. 

As  the  war  ends,  all  signs  point 
to  -a  great  demand  for  capital  for 
reconstruction,  refunding  and  re- 
placement purposes,  and  Intereet 
rates,  in  consequence,  will  in  all 
probability  rule  high  for  some  time 
to  com*.  A  temporary  shortage  of 
all  kinds  of  merchandise,  owing  to 
labor  having  been  diverted  from 
domestic  to  war  purposes,  also  seems 
probable. 

But  sooner  or  later  wo  In  this 
country  will,  without  doubt.,  have  to 
meet  foreign  trad*  competition  of 
cheap  and  Skilled  labor,  together 
with  advantageous  transportation 
facilities,  to  a  more  pronounced  ex- 
tent than  Canada  has  yet  experienc- 
ed. If  this  competition  is  to  be 
effectively  coped  with,  the  increased 
efficiency,  co-operation  and  co.ords*- 
atteei  to  which  I  have  referred  as* 
Our  beet  energies  mast 
to  greatly  Increased  pro- 
duction of  our  basic,  agricultural  and 


this  way,  and  by  strict  economy  la 
Government.  Municipal  and  personal 
expenditure*,  a  solution  can  be  found 
of  our  difficulties  of  exchanges,  the 
mslntsnsno*  of  our  favourable  trade 
balance  and  th*  payment  of  our  war 
debt.  Otherwise,  we  must  look  for 
a  shrinaage  In  business,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  readjustment  of  the  scale 
of  wages  for  labor  and  of  the  prices 
of  all  commodities. 

W*  shall  undoubtedly  for  some 
years  have  to  pay  In  relatively  high 
taxation  the  price  of  oar  devotion 
and  patriotism,  hut  I  am  confident 
this  will  be  done  uncomplainingly, 
in  the  belief  that  all  present  and 
prospective  difficulties  can  and  will 
be  overcome. 

THE  GENERAL  MANAGER'S 
ADDRES8. 

Sir  Frederick  Williams-Taylor,  th* 
General  Manager  of  the  Bank,  then 
made  his  annual  address,  as  follows; 

Mr.  Chairman  aad  Gentlemen: — 
The  annual  balance  sheet  presented 
today  Jor  your  approval  Is  the  fifth 
issued  during  war  conditions  and  the 
first  In  the  second  century  of  this 
Bank's  history. 

The  increase  In  our  resources,  and 
also  ouy  responsibilities,  through  ths 
purchase  of  the  Bank  of  British 
North  America,  referred  to  by  the 
P-  >sidentt  Is  reflected  In  our  state- 
ment.' The  number  of>  our  branches 
has  been  increased  by  seventy-nine. 
Also  wo  have  taken     over     excellent 
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material  in  a  staff  that  wili  serve  us 
to  reach  a  total  of  Possibly    ^  loyally  Ma  efflol.nt,y  M  th0y 


did 
the  fine  old  institution,  whose  honor- 
able careoisssf  more  than  eighty  years 
Is  now  ended. 

As  we  all  know,  bankers  through- 
out the  world  have  had  to  cope  with 
abnormal  conditions  since  the  out- 
break of  war.  This  statement  ap- 
plies fully  to  Canada  During  the 
year  under  review  Canadian  banks 
have  encountered  their  share  of  prob- 
lems. Wo  have  become  accustomed 
to  problems.  In  consequence,  we 
have  faced  difficulties  of  unusual 
character  with  increasing  equanim- 
ity. It  is  well  to  have  reached  this 
stage;  otherwise  the  strain  would 
have  been  unsettling. 
CANADA'S  ADEQUATE  BANKING 
SYSTEM. 
The  ease  with  which  financial 
|  Canada  has  met  the  stress  of  war 
conditions  has  been  favorably  com- 
mented upon  abroad.  At  home  one 
hears  no.  expression  of  surprise  at 
the  stable  financial  conditions  In  the 
Dominion. 

The  real  basis  of  that  stability  is 
a  banking  system  that  has  proved 
most  efficient  In  peace  times  and, 
with  ths  facilities  accorded  by  the 
Minister  of  Finance,  has  withstood 
the  severe  test  of  war  times.  The 
system  as  it  stands  is,  without  doubt, 
adequate  to  meet  any  possible  de- 
mands arising  during  the  reconstruc- 
tion period  and  for  years  thereafter. 
The  public,  long  accustomed  '  to 
banking  stability,  now  accept  it  as 
a  matter  of  course.  The  strong 
liquid  position  of  your  own  bank  has 
been  an  important  factor  in  th*  sit- 
uation. 

It  is  quit*  possible  that  the  econ- 
omic and  financial  problems  of  the 
next  few  years  will  be  more  diffi- 
cult to  surmount  than  those  we  have 
faced  of  late. 

The  anticipated  disturbance  in 
bank  deposits  resulting  from  domes- 
tic Government  war  loans  has  sub- 
sided, as  was  to  be  expected.  Seeing 
that  the  proceeds  of  such  loans  re- 
main in  the  country,  the  money,  of 
necessity,  finds  its  ultimate  way  back 
to  the  banks  through  one  channel  or 
another;  and,  therefore,  the  loanable 
capital  of  the  banks  is.  in  the  long 
run,  undiminished.  On  the,  other 
hand,  the  strength  of  a  banker's  pos- 
ition lies  largely  in  his  command  of\ 
numerous,  small  deposits.  The  vol- 
ume of  deposits  has  increased  by 
many  millions,  but  the  '  number  has 
not  grown  proportionately.  Our  own 
deposits  are  now  $460,727,811.0$,  as 
compared  with  $880,706,800.78  a  year 
ago.  This  sum  Includes  $68,060,000 
Bank  of  British  North  America 
money.  As  usual,  we  have  certain 
large  deposits  of  special  character. 
The  Increase  In  our  savings  deposits 
Is   reasonably  satisfactory. 

As  regards  profits,  an  impression 
exists  that  theee  war  years  have  been 
unusually  fruitful  for  the  banks.  The 
reply  is  that  when  adequate  provision 
has  been  made  for  unknown  future 
rates  of  taxation  In  Canada  and 
elsewhere,  for  the  Increased  cost  of 
administration,  for  heavy  deprecia- 
tion in  even  the  most  gilt-edged 
securities,  it  may  be  stated  without 
reservation  that  the  net  results  are 
none  too  ample  for  safety*^  I  would 
emphasise  another  point,  vis.,  that 
while  the  cost  of  everything  else  has 
risen,  the  public  have  paid  no  higher 
rate  of  interest  for  banking  accom- 
modation than  before  the  war. 

So  far  as  this  Bank,  is  concerned, 
the  dividend  has  been  comfortably 
earned,  aird,  as  usual,  we  have  made 
proper  allowance  for  depreciation 
and  for  business  hazards. 

Now  that  the  war  is  won.  the  fere- 
most  thought  In  every  serious  Can- 
adian mind  today  is  directed  toward 
the  future.  Every  business  in  th* 
country,  large  and  small,  from  our 
great  railways  to  the  small  shops,  is 
concerned  aad  involved.  As  the 
business  of  our  banks  is  with  th* 
whole  community,  we  are  specially 
and  vitally  Interested.  War  prices 
have  brought  great  prosperity  to  land 
and  water  transportation  companies, 
to  merchants,  to  manufacturers,  to 
farmers,  and  to  the  labouring  class. 
Only  the  salaried  class  and  thoee 
who**  Incomes  are  fixed  have  suf- 
fered. Not  only  are  prices  of  all 
commodities  unprecedentedly  high, 
with  a  liberal  margin  of  profit,  but 
the  demand  for  the  staple*  of  fife 
and  many  luxuries  la  unlimited. 
PROVISION  FOR  PERIOD  OF 

READJUSTMENT. 
Two  contingencies  in  which  we  are 
vitally  concerned  are  the  respective 
rates  of  speed  with  which  prices  and 
demand  will  decline.  It  I*  not  far 
me  to  assume  th*  role  of  a  prophet, 
but  I  can  at  least  go  th*  length 
of  stating  that  ths  policy  of  .  (hie 
bank  has  been  and  Is  to  conduct  Its 
business  on  the  probability  that  both 
may  decline  rapidly,  that  value* 
are  certain  to  fall  away  presently, 
and  that  there  may  at  the  same  time 
be  a  diminution  In  demand.  Either 
of  these  conditions  would  be  serious, 
A  combination  of  th*  two  would  he 
disastrous  to  unprepared  merchant* 
and  manufacturers  carrying  heavy 
stocks.  Our-  great  industrial  com- 
panies are  practically  aH  hi  an  Im- 
mensely stronger  financial  position 
than  before  the  war.  In  some  oases 
the  Improvement  sssiss  almost 
magical.  In  general  terms,  my  belief 
is  that  the  trading  aad  manufactur- 
ing a  immunity  of  Canada  Is 
ed  for  th*  slump  ss  It  eesnss 
while,  public  proneunoesnents  aro 
made  by  those  who  hare  gtvea  the 
subject 


remain     extremely 
months  to  come. 

After  passing  through  the 
liable  period  of  economic  confusion 
which  ail  countries  must  endure,  that 
country  of  boundless  wealth  and  vir- 
ility, the  United  State*,  the  only 
great  power,  by  the  way,  to  emerge 
from  the  war  better  off  financially, 
may  probably  enter  upon  an  era  of 
unprecedented  expansion  and  de- 
velopment. Canada  must  share  in 
such  prosperity  Independently  of  the 
part  we  hope  to  take  In  supplying 
Europe's  reconstruction  aad  regular 
demands.  Meanwhile,  there  never 
was  a  time  when  our  country  was 
more  in  need  of  sound  economic 
thinking  and  sane  financial  policy. 

The  Bank's  current  loans  In  Can- 
ada are  now  $146,028,661.28,  an  in- 
crease of  $48,421,466.20  during  the 
year.  Bank  of  British  North  .  Am- 
erica business  accounts  for  $8.0,000,000 
of  ths  Increase. 

Our  loans  to  municipalities  are 
$15,698,060.21.  as  compared  with 
$11,416,882.61  a  year  ago.  Practi- 
cally the  whole  of  this  is  advanced 
against  taxes  and  none  on  capital 
account. 

With  the  appropriations  set 
aside  for  possible  losses,  we  believe 
at  present  these  current  loans  worth 
par.  From  long  experience  we  also 
know  that  the  ability  to  collect 
eventually  one  hundred  per  cent  of 
this  groat  mass  of  commercial  paper 
depends  on  the  economic  course  of 
events  in  Canada.  That  Is  another 
reason  why  banks  should  make 
reasonable  provision  for  undisclosed 
losses,  losses  that  will  accrue  in  tho 
future  as  surely  as  they  have  In  ths 
past. 

During  the  war  this  Bank  has  done 
its  full  share  in  financing  the  Domin- 
ion Government,  also  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment purchases  of  wheat,  flour, 
eta,  in  Canada. 

The  banks  of  Canada  ae  a  whole 
have  out  on  loan  to  the  merchants, 
manufacturers  and  private  Individu- 
als of  this  country,  secured  and  un- 
secured on  business  paper  and  by 
way  of  accommodation  $1,008,603,000. 
This  great  sum  represent*  the  extent 
to  which  the  banks  may  be  described 
as  financing  Canada'*  domestic  and 
foreign  trade.  The  amount  is  apart 
from  $76,680,186  loaned  by  the  banks 
on  call  to  brokers. 

HELPING  EXPANSION  OF  CAN- 
ADA. 
With  the  acquisition  of  the  Bank 
of  British  North  America  we  are  now 
the  custodians  of  $668,418,646.18,  of 
which  $34,468,283.72  belongs  to  you 
as  shareholders  and  $622,046,242.40  Is 
entrusted  to  our  care  by  the  public 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this.  Bank's 
total  assets  aro  now  as  great  as  were 
the  combined  total  assets  of  all  ths 
Canadian  Chartered  Banks  seventeen 
years  ago.  Thirty-four  banks  wsre 
in  operation  then  as  compared  with 
nineteen  at  this  date.  You  may  be 
confident  that  we  have  a  proper  ap- 
preciation or  the  responsibility  in- 
volved In  using  this  great  sum  of 
monsy.  We  keep  ever  before  us  our 
duty  to  our  depositors  and  to  the 
shareholders.  At  the  same  time  the 
Bank  has  a  further  duty,  national  in 
nature,  in  financing  established  busi- 
ness and  In  fostering  the  young  in- 
dustries of  the  Dominion;  in  loaning 
capital  for  all  legitimate  enterprise 
from  the  small  farmer  and  live-stock 
breeder  to  tho  great  packing  and 
milling  Industrie*;  from  the  small 
trader  to  th*  great  merchant  and 
manufacturer.  Governments,  cities 
railways  and  public  bodies  look  to  us 
for  temporary  financial  aid.  For 
these  various  purposes  our  power  Is 
greater  than  ever  before,-  aad  the 
Bank  has  never  been  In  a  stronger, 
more  elastic  position. 

There  have  been  fewer  commercial 
failures  In  Canada  than  for  many 
years.  The  number  In  101$  was  006, 
as  compared  with  1172  In  1017  and 
1660  in  1012. 

Our  note  circulation  has  risen  to 
the  great  height  of  $42,082,200.08  or 
$12,774,128  more  than  last  year.  Pres- 
ent figure*  naturally  Include  Bank  of 
British  North  America  circulation. 
The  total  bank  circulation  In  Canada 
for  the  aams  periods  were  $227,607,- 
808  and  $180,862,007  respectively.  We 
look  for  a  rapid  post  bellum  reduction 
from  the  abnormal  heights  caused  by 
high  prices  end  business  activity 
largely  of  a  war  nature. 

Our  New  York  and  London  offices 
have  been  invaluable  channels  for  In- 
ternational transactions  during  the 
War. 

in  London,  the  Important  banking 
events  of  the  year  have  been  a  ser- 
ies of  bank  amalgamations  regarded 
by  those  competent  to  Judge  as  wise 
preparation  for  foreign  trade  compe- 
tition after  the  war.

volved  has   been   vindicated. 

The  price  of  money  aad  rat*  of 
discount  la  London  have  both  been 
under  control  during  tho  year,  the 
former  at  3  1-4  per  coat  and  the  lat- 
ter at  about  8/3-$  per  cent 

The  volume  of  Canadian  loans  re- 
presenting fresh  money  floated  la 
cither  London  or  New  York  during 
tho  last  twelve  months  has  been  rela- 
tively email.  Certain  maturing  loan* 
have,  however,  been  refunded  suc- 
cessfully at  both  centres.  The  excel- 
lent reception  which  such  loans  have 
met  la  London  is  significant.  With 
one  minor  exception,  all  Interest  pay- 
ment* on  Canadian  public  loan*  dom- 
iciled in  London  and  Now  York  have 
been  met  at  maturity. 

In  New  York,  the  value  of  call 
money  in  101$  averaged  6.11  per  cent 
as  compared  with  8.24  per  cent  tho 
previous  year. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  that  our 
Waterloo  Place  and  Trafalgar  Square 
offices  in  London  have  proved  in- 
creasingly useful  to  Canadian  sol- 
diers, their  relatives  and  friend*. 
PROBLEM  OF  EXCHANGE. 
Th*  Dominion  ha*  been  penalised 
during  the  past  year  by  a  heavy 
premium  oa  New  York  funds.  This 
new  condition  is  a  matter  of  wide- 
spread interest.  All  Allied  countries 
have  been  at  a  similar  disadvantage 
in  their  dealings  with  the  United 
States  during  war  conditions.  Our 
dollar  Is  worth  at  present  only  ninety- 
eight  and  a  half  cents  In  the  United 
States.  In  other  words.  It  costs  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  to  send  one 
hundred  dollars  across  the  line.  The 
one  and  a  half  per  cent  in  question 
is  lost  to  us.  Canada  receives  no 
counterejralu*.  In  simple  language 
the  obvious  explanation  is  that  more 
money  is  going  out -of  than  coming 
into  the  Dominion.  Tho  prime  factors 
are  our  Imports,  our  exports  aad  our 
Interest  payments.  Our  exports  in 
fact  exceed  our  Imports,  but  Great 
Britain  by  arrangement,  has  not 
been  paying  in  cash  for  munition* 
manufactured  here  on  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment account  On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  pertinent  to  mention  that  Canada 
Is  not  paying  in  cash  the  cost  of 
maintaining  our  overseas  forces. 

In  theory,  there  are  four  ways  in 
which  this  onerous  penalty  can  be 
removed;  by  Increased  exports,  by 
reduced  imports;  by  paying.  In  gold; 
or,  by  borrowing  in  outside  markets. 
None  of  those  remedies  is  at  hand, 
but  with  the  return  of  peace  Canada 
should  at  least  be  able  to  float  pub- 
lic loans  *ln  New  York.  Then  also  we 
can  hope  for  better  things  so  far  as 
Imports  and  exports  are  concerned. 
Also  there  Is  on  balance  a  large 
amount  owing  our  Government  by  the 
Imperial  Government  and  $200,000,- 
000  is  owing  the  banks  of  Canada  by 
the  Imperial  Government  represent- 
ing wheat  and  munition  purchases. 
In  due  course  these  combined  amounts 
will  aid  ths  exchange  situation.  Tho 
premium  In  question  should,  there- 
fore diminish  sooner  or  later  to  a 
point  that  will  be  immaterial.  Mean- 
time It  discourages  the  Importation 
of  non-essentials-  from  the  United 
States,  and  the  Investment  of  Cana- 
dian funds  in  American  and  foreign 
securities. 

In  conclusion,  it  will  bear  repeat- 
ing that  Canada  possesses  all  the  at- 
tributes of  a  great  nation  excepting 
population.  Tho  crying  necessity  of 
the  hour  Is  for  Increased  production. 
Thto  cannot  be  fully  achieved  without 
Immigration.  We  have  room  and  op- 
portunity for  many  millions  of  farm- 
ers and  for  a  good  class  of  labor  to 
develop  our  mineral  wealth  and  our 
fisheries  and  to  convert  our  great 
forests  into  lumber  and  into  pulp 
and  paper.  On*  sure  way  of  at- 
tracting such  immigration,  is  to  make 
living  In  Canada  cheap.  To  attain  this 
object  there  must  be  an  end  to  tho 
public  and  private  extravagance  of 
the  past.
